PROGRESS OF THE TARIFF BILL. 

The discussion in the House of Rep- 
resentatives in Committee of the Whole 
during the past week partook largely 
of political arguments, the members 
treating the tariff as a political measure 
with little regard for the interests af- 
fected. Notwithstanding that the de- 
bate at times took a wide range con- 
siderable progress was made, the free 
list being completed on Thursday and 
the dutiable list was at once taken up. 
Propositions were submitted to lay the 
bill over until next December pending 
the result of the presidential contest, 
the proponents considering the tariff 
the issue on which the election would 
be decided. All such propositions were 
rejected and it was announced that 
efforts would be made to fix an early 
date for taking a vote on the bill. An 
effort was made to strike from the free 
list coal.tax..products, dyewoods and 
extracts, but without success. Bone 
black, ivory black, drop black and 


“pone char were stricken from the free 


list. Linseed and flaxseed were strick- 
en from the free list, as was also plaster 
of paris, when ground or calcined. 
Among the articles placed on the free 
list are whale, seal, salad, olive and 
neatsfoot oils, and primuline. The 
free list corrected to conform to the 
changes made will be found on an- 
other page of this issue. In the list of 
dutiable articles the first item, refined 
glycerine, caused some discussion, an 
effort being made to reduce the duty, 
but without success. An effort was 
also made to increase the rate of duty 
on acetate of lead, white lead, orange 
mineral and red lead, but these items 
remain as originally printed in the 
bill. The rate of duty on flaxseed and 
linseed oil was increased to fifteen 
cents per gallon. A strong effort was 
made to change the rate to twenty-five 
cents per gallon, but the amendment 
was lost. The duty on licorice paste 
or rolls was increased to five cents per 
pound. The duty on licorice juice, 
which was previously taken from the 
free list, was placed at thirty-five per 
cent. ad valorem. Considerable dis- 
cussion followed a proposition to re- 
duce the duty on bichromate of potash 
to one cent per pound, but it was 
finally allowed to remain at two and 
one-half cents per pound. 

As time passes, and the work on the 
tariff bill progresses, it becomes more 
and more apparent that there is very 
little probability that the bill under 
consideration will be passed during the 
present session of Congress. Some re- 
markable changes—remarkable _ be- 
cause of the expressions of the mem- 
bers of the committee presenting the 
bill—have already been made, and be- 
fore the bill isin shape for considera- 
tion asa whole by the House, it will 
bear but a faint resemblance to the 
original submitted by Mr. Mills. It 
were better to postpone further discus- 
sion on the tariff and attend to the re- 
gular appropriation bills and such 
other measures as require attention 
than to waste time over a bill that can- 
not be passed. Manufacturers and 
others affected by the provisions of the 
pending bill are now directing their at- 
tention tothe Senate Tariff Committee 
in the hope that in the Senate, should 
the present bill ever reach there, their 
interests will receive proper considera- 
tion. It is taking time by the forelock, 
surely, but experience has taught that 
appeals to the House Committee on 
Ways and Means are unavailing. The 
remainder of the session gives promise 
of being largely taken up with politi- 
cal harangues, for which the discussion 
of the tariff will give opportunity, but 
we will separate the wheat from the 
mass of chaff and present it to our 
readers from week to week until the 
curtain finally drops. Monday’s ses- 
sion of the House was taken up with 
railroad matters and members indulged 


in filibustering tactics which consumed 
the entire day, consideration of the 
traiff bill being deferred. 


MYER SONDHEIM. 


It becomes our sad duty to chronicle 
the death of Mr. Myer Sondheim, one 
of the foremost members of the paint 
trade of this city, and the suddenness 
of his demise last Friday morning was 
an additional cause of sorrow. In the 
death of Mr. Sondheim the paint and 
color trades have sustained a heavy 
loss, as his name was the synonym for 
all that was good and upright in a 
man, and his race may well be proud 
of the record he has left. We were 
glad to reckon him amongst our best 
friends, and cannot yet realize that we 
shall see him no more. He more than 
once stated that he had but one creed, 
‘*Do unto others as ye would that they 
should do unto you,” and we think all 
who knew him will bear us out in the 
statement, that he lived up to that 
creed, and has left behind him a rec- 
ord to be emulated by all men. His 
numerous kindly deeds will long live 
in the hearts of many, and his ‘‘good- 
will to all men” will never be ques- 
tioned, for he leaves not an enemy 
behind him. 
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BEWARE OF “SCOTCH OATS 
ESSENCE.” 


It would be well for the Board of 
Health to keep an eye upon the Scotch 
oats essence fraud. The assurance of 
the perpetrators of that swindle is only 
equalled by their indifference to the 
highest laws of morality, and they will 
not be content to long remain in the 
state of innocuous desuetude to which 
the recent exposure of their alcohol 
and morphine compound relegated 
them. In the later advertisements of 
the stuff the guarantee of $10,000 to the 
finder of morphine in it,has been omit- 
ted, and, knowing these swindlers so 
well, we should not be surprised to find 
that they were up to their old tricks 
again. ‘‘ Scotch Oats Essence” with- 
out morphine is very much like 
whiskey would be :with the alcohol 
left out. The consumers discovered 
this soon after the exposure compelled 
the manufacturers to drop morphine 
as an ingredient of their iniquitous 
compound, and the demand for the 
‘‘old kind without the guarantee” has 
increased surprisingly. 

In view of the fact that the swindlers 
have practically admitted that they 
put about two grains of morphine in 
each bottle of the alleged oats essence 
prior to the exposure, it does not re- 
flect creditably upon the reputation of 
certain analytical chemists that they 
were unable to find the alkaloid in the 
samples analysed by them. The infer- 
ence is that these chemists were either 
not particular to preserve their reputa- 
tions, or were incompetent, or it may 
be that they were imposed upon as 
others have been. If they were de- 
ceived, that is no adequate excuse for 
lending the authority of their names 
and profession to a proved fraud. 
Knowing, as they must have known, 
that an investigation by competent 
authorities had demonstrated beyond 
question that *‘ Scotch Oats Essence” 
did contain morphine in dangerous 
proportions, their duty to themselves 
and to the public demanded that they 
should have taken every precaution to 
have prevented the possibility of fraud 
in connection with their examinations. 
The analyses for the ‘‘ Essence ” com- 
pany were made by Francis Wyatt, 
Willard H. Morse, M.D., Henry 8. 
Mott, Ph D., L.U.D., and A. Wein- 
gartner, Ph. D. If the dates borne by 
these analyses are an indication, they 
were all made some time after the 
‘* puarantee” certificates were put on 
the bottles of the alleged ‘ essence.” 
Of the four, however, only Dr. Wein- 
gartner has to the present time admit- 
ted that the ‘“‘ guarantee” was on the 
bottle he examined, Two of the others 
who analysed the ‘‘essence” for 


the manufacturers are apparently 
obscure chemists, as diligent and 
extended inquiry by the Druggists’ 


Circular, among the leading analyti- 
eal chemists and the drug and chemi- 
cal trades, generally, has failed to 
elicit any information regarding them 
except in one or two instances. Dr. 
Mott, we believe, is pretty well known 
and his failure to find morphine must 
have been due to the methods he em- 
ployed, or to the fact that he examined 
a bottle, or bottles, on which was 
printed the guarantee. Against the 
results obtained by these chemists, 
stands the original analysis of some of 
the stuff which was not guaranteed to 
contain no morphine. This analysis 
was made by Dr. R. G. Eccles, of 
Brooklyn, and was confirmed by Dr. 
Bennett F. Davenport, chemist of the 
Massachusetts State Board of Health, 
Dr. A. Beebe, of the New York Board 
of Health, and Dr. Hubert Smith, pro- 
fessor of chemistry in the Department 
of Medicine, Yale University. 

The suit for slander brought by the 
Druggists Circular against John F. 
Phillips, the financial backer of the 
oats essence poison, will be pushed as 
vigorously as possible, and that no 
counter suit has been filed, although 
the Circular is very convenient to the 
company, is the best evidence that the 
concern has no confidence in its chem- 
ists and fears to have the light of a 
legal inquiry turned upon its methods. 
With the Druggists Circular, we feel 
confident that its suit for damages for 
the cowardly slander of this man Phil- 
lips, will afford a good opportunity 
for a thorough ventilation of ‘‘Seotech 
Oats Essence,” and commend it for its 
refusal to accept the apology the 
swindlers offered to make as a condi- 
tion of the withdrawal of the suit.

THE VARNISH ASSOCIATION. 


The meeting of varnish manufactu- 
rers in this city last Thursday was not 
at all satisfactory, judging by the 
meager reports of the proceedings 
which have been made public. The 
evils which surround the trade are ob- 
vious, but the best methods of grap- 
pling with them are not so apparent. 
The manufacturers have gone to work 
in the right way, but they do not dis- 
play the energy and decision which are 
requisite to the successful termination 
of their work. Their association was 
organized in January and committees 
were appointed to attend to the details 
of getting the association into working 
order and ample time has been afforded 
to allow of a thorough and complete or- 
ganization. The gentlemen comprising 
the committees were men of well attest- 
ed ability, in whose hands the work of 
organization might have been proper- 
ly entrusted had they displayed the 
enthusiasm and interest required of 
them. Unfortunately these essential 
elements of success,appear to be want- 
ing not only in the committees but the 
members generaliy, and it is not sur- 
prising that decisive action has been 
further delayed. For the good of the 
association and the varnish trade in 
general it is to be hoped that the new 
committee which will be entrusted with 
the important duty of drafting articles 
of association will prosecute their work 
earnestly and diligently and be ready 
to report at an early day, so that there 
may be no occasion for further delay 
in organizing a permanent representa- 
tive association. 

It may not be out of place to rep- 
resent to the varnish manufac- 
turers that the secrecy observed 
with regard to their deliberations is not 
compatible with their desire to benefit 
the trade at large, and may create er- 
roneous impressions, which will require 
much time and labor to overcome. The 
varnish trade desires to learn all that 
may be told regarding this movement 
which is being made ostensibly to ben- 
fitit, and if the information is with- 
held, the association will be hampered 
in securing members. The work of 
founding a substantial and influential 
association will by this process of ex- 
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clusiveness drag along slowly, whereas 
by openly and honestly furnishing all 
the information regarding what is be- 
ing done, while it is fresh, this work 
may be expedited and made effective.

THE LINSEED OIL SITUATION. 

All interest in the linseed oil market 
is centered in the Chicago movements, 
and late intelligence from that battle 
ground indicates that the crushers are 
trying to meet the offerings of oil from 
Toledo and Buffalo, with the result 
that September oil is hawking about 
at forty cents, it is alleged. Many 
rumors have been put into circulation 
but they are not given eredence by 
eonservative parties, who expect that 
the brakes will be applied soon by 
those who are capable of preventing 
further inroads on values. It looked 
last week as though the crushers were 
on the verge of an impending conflict, 
and while the dark cloud still hovers 
over the seat of operations, it is not so 
threatening and may disappear with- 
out resulting in any material change 
from the present situation. The unex- 
pected developments during the past 
two weeks have been the subject of 
considerable comment, accompanied 
with many inquiries for additional in- 
formation, as the true cause did not 
seem to be understood and the ex- 
planation first made is now questioned, 
but no other reason has yet been 
assigned, and we are still led to be- 
lieve that the forced offerings to realize 
ready cash started the stampede, and 
that others who were said to be short 
of supplies took advantage of the 
opportunity to bear the market, and 
are apparently still at work.

THE POSIPION OF CODLIVER OIL, 

Sinee the introduction of steam in 
the method of manufacturing codliver 
oil and preparing it for the market, 
prices have never been known to be so 
low as they have been this spring. 
The improvement in the processes of 
manufacture which the use of steam 
made possible, has enabled many small 
producers to make a very fine medi- 
cinal oil, but as they have very little 
eapital, and need ready money, they 


have been forced to dispose of their 


stock for the best prices they could 
get. These figures were necessarily 
low in consequence of the competition 
of the larger manufacturers. The 
product of the first, or Lofoten, fish- 
eries, which is said to be of exception- 


ally fine quality, was somewhat larger 
than that of last season, and had the 
second, or Finmarkin, fishery been up 


to expectations, still lower prices, 


probably, would have prevailed. 


to only about eight hundred barrels, 


against fifty-two hundred barrels last 
year, thus about counterbalancing the 
increased supply of the Lofoten pro- 


duct. 
As there are other than medicinal 


uses to which codliver oil may be put, 


—-~ when it is cheap enough to admit of 


its substitution for other oils, its con- 
su‘nption, according to some reports, 
has been greater so far this year than 


usual, as a result of the low prices 


ruling in the primary markets. This 
extra outlet, however, will now prob- 
ably be closed, as recent advices from 
Norway report an advance of fully one 
dollar per barrel owing to the reduc- 
tion of the supply by large purchases 
for this and other markets. There has 
been a disposition manifested to get 
up a corner in codliver oil, and some 
of the large dealers here, who are sup- 
posed to control a considerable portion 
of the supply, have been approached 
with the object of obtaining their 
support; but up to the present time 
the movement has not met with sue- 
cess, as it is not deemed feasible by 
those whose co-operation would be 
necessary. The would-be speculators 
have an idea that the exhaustion of 
the supply ir the hands of the numer-

ous small producers must result in an 
appreciation of at least five dollars per 
barrel in the market prices, and as the 
latter are anxious to realize as soon as 
possible upon their remaining stock it 
is believed that little difficulty would 
be experienced in obtaining it as the 
basis of the contemplated corner. 

The position of the market at pres- 
ent is a very firm one, and, although 
there has been no inaterial apprecia- 
tion in values here yet, the tendency is 
decidedly upward, and should the 
consuming demand come up to expec- 
tations much higher prices will prevail 
in the fall and winter, though the 
prices then may not exceed those of 
last year or the year before, as there is 
a full average supply. The advance 
will be due to the removal of the 
eauses which have depressed the mar- 
ket to the present time, rather than to 
any important decrease in the avail- 
able supply. Chief among these 
zauses of depression was the pressure 
of small producers to dispose of their 
stock, and it appears that they have 
succeeded by this time in getting rid 
of the bulk of their holdings. Should 
the speculative movement to corner 
the market be attempted, it is possible 
that the period of low prices may be 
extended until its consummation, but 
that possibility seems rather remote, as 
the bulk of the stock here and abroad 
is in strong hands.

Not a trust, not a combine with expecta- 
tions of absurdly high prices, but simply an 
organization whose members pledge them- 
selves not to to sell a certain standard of soap 
at less than a certain standard of price,and are 
willing to guarantee their faithful adherence 
to the pledge by the deposit of an agreed sum 
of money.

Let us hear from 
the soap makers. Why should we longer do 
business for nothing?

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DEMANDING A LARD GUARANTEE. 
The Liverpool Provision Trade Asso- 








ciation has recommended the adoption 
of a common form of warranty and 
guarantee between buyers and sellers 
of refined lard, and dealers who take 


this “precaution” are promised protec- 
tion in the searching investigation 
which the English authorities com- 
menced some weeks ago. The senti- 
ment of the New York trade views the 
action of the Liverpool association as 
childish and unnecessary. The guar- 
antee is claimed to be utterly use- 
less, for the reason that a guarantee 
given in the United States to hold good 
in Great Britain, represents a compli- 
sation and difficulty in its enforcement 
which renders it impracticable. Opin- 
ions differ as to what constitutes 
*‘pure” lard, as it will be remembered 
that the word ‘‘pure” was associated 
in the Washington investigation with 
very questionable practices, and the 
inquiry resulted in favor of compound 
lard. The latter product has been on 
the English market for years, and it 
has become so popular that manufac- 
turers on the other side are now im- 
porting cotton oil to mix with their 
ownlard. They found that consumers 
preferred the compound, and were giv- 
ing their patronage to dealers in Ameri- 
can brands. This demand necessitated 
a change of manufacture on the part of 
English refiners and when they are sat- 
isfying a universal want with vege- 
table lard, the government questions 
their right to do so and without con- 
sidering the advantages to be derived 
from the sale and consumption of vege- 
table lard, the traffic is condemned be- 
cause alleged experts defined the word 
“purity” to suit themselves and slan- 
dered the more wholesome product. 

It is generally acknowledged that 
the action of the Liverpool association 
will have no effect whatever on the 
volume of American lard exports, It 
is the result of a trade fight and has no 
particular significance in directing the 
course of trade.

CRUSADE AGAINST PROPRIETARY 
GOODS. 


An attack on the perennial proprie- 
tary medicine problem will be one of 


the interesting features of the German 
Medical Congress, to be held soon. 


The committee in charge of the mat- 
ter intend to submit the following 


propositions for consideration: First, 
that the public announcement of pat- 


ent medicines, even when their compo- 


sition is revealed, should not be al- 
lowed; second, that in outside pharin- 


aceutical practice stricter precautions 


against the sale of such medicines 
should be taken; and third, that steps 
should be taken to restrict the whole- 
sale trade in patent medicines. 

The committee's report will prove 
very disappointing to the outside pub- 
lic, as no reasons are assigned for re- 
stricting or prohibiting the sale of pro- 
prietary (not patent) medicines. No 
explanation is given of their character, 
or why a wholesale condemnation is 
justified, but the jealous motive has 


. been made apparent by the previous 


tirades of abuse heaped upon the inno- 
cent manufacturers and dealers. Prac- 
titioners are in a position to detect the 
evil or beneficial effects from the use of 
medicine, and they are not slow to take 
advantage of a discovery inimical 
to the interests of the manufacturers, 
but it is very seldom that they find it 
necessary to condemn a_ preparation 
from practical denionstration of its 
baneful results when used, and this 
fact is evidence that a great majority 
of the remedies are honestly made and 
carry out the representations of the 
owners. It is well to discriminate in 
te warfare against this class of goods, 
and wipe out of existence those bare- 
faced swindles which not only rob 
the afflcted but send the victims to an 
early grave. Practitioners in the 
United States have not shown any 
hostility for some time, and many of 
them have been known to recommend 
certain remedies to their patients. 
Such a magnanimous spirit ought to 
prevail among the doctors in Ger- 
many. The outcome of the agitation 
will lack importance and have no 
bearing on the trade,

Hours, and oc- 
casionally days, pass without any change, 
when suddenly, with a rush and roar, a great 
volume of water issues from the hole, pro- 
pelled by a pressure of gas which throws it 
twenty-five feet into the air. An ignited 
match, after night, will create a display of 
flashing light and fountains of water ex- 
quisitely beautiful and plainly distinguishable 
ata great distance. It is reported the spring 
would furnish gas sufficient, if stored, to sup- 
ply a town of 4,000 inhabitants. The strangest 
part of the phenomena is the fact that pre- 
vious to the great Southern earthquake in 
1886 there was no sign of aspring on the spot 
where it now stands, and that on the morning 
subsequent a subterranean disturbance on the 
spot was seen and felt, followed by a sudden 
collapse of earth and the appearance and rush 
of water and gas, which has become regular in 
its appearance and recession, 

United States Consul Hubbard at Tokio, in a 
report to the Department of State on the for- 
eign trade of Japan, says: “An increase of ex- 
ports from Japan to the United States from 
19,988,216 yen in 1886 to 21,529,266 in 1887, a gain 
of 1,541,050 yen, ane a decrease of United States 
exports to Japan for the corresponding period 
from 3,358,986 in 1886 to 3,283,096 in 1887, a loss of 
75,000 took place. This falling off in United 
States exports to Japan, which is inconsider- 
able when compared with the volume of our 
trade, is accounted for almost solely by the de- 
cline in the export of the one item of kerosene 
oil for 1887. In nearly all other exports to 
Japan from the United States in 1887 the in- 
crease in value has been considerable, being in 
all over 400,000 yen, while the decreased impor- 
tation of kerosene is attributed to the fact 
that excessive quantities were imported by 
Japan in 1886 in anticipation of increased du- 
ties as a consequence of the treaty confer- 
ferences then in session. At the close of 1886, 
the dealers had a great over-supply on hand, 
and the decreased import for 1887 does not, 
therefore, indicate decreased demand or con- 
sumption.”

OBITUARY. 
MYER SONDHEIM. 

The sudden death of Myer Sondheim has 
brought sadness to the hearts of all those in 
the trade of which he was a distinguished 
member. Mr. Sondheim left his office on 
Monday of last week apparently in 
robust health, and it was remarked by those 
who met him on his homeward journey, that 
he was in unusually high spirits. That night 
he was stricken in the hotel which he made 
his temporary home, owing to the absence of 
of his family from the city, and until six 
o’cloek Friday morning he lay unconscious 
from the effects of the stroke of apoplexy, 
which at that hour so abruptly terminated his 
useful life. His devoted wife and family were 
immediately summoned, but arrived too late 
to be recognized by the loving husband and 
father. 

Words fail to express the sorrow which 
shrouds the heartsof his friendsin the hour 
of their affliction. The fullest sympathy goes 
out to the bereaved widow and fatherless lit- 
tle ones as they mourn for their dead. Sor- 
row broods wherever his familiar presence 
was once known, for none knew him but 
to esteem his worth as a man, and his memory 
will ever be revered while his loss will be 
mourned as of one whose place in life can 
never be filled. Few men had the capacity 
for attracting friends which Mr. Sondheim 
possesssed and none was so generally held in 
such high esteem by his business associates. 
Slander or resentment of real or fancied 
wrongs found no place in his heart, but 
for all he had a_ kindly word, and if 
he criticized the acts of others, his crit- 
icisms were just and based upon the keen 
observation of a man who always weighed 
motives. His business career was marked 
by his bigh regard for the truth, and few 
men have as clean a_ record for in- 
tegrity and straightforwardness in all trans- 
actions. He never promised but to fulfill, and 
his word carried as much weight with those 
who knew him as would the bond of another 
man. Money-getting was not the chief end 
of his life, for although he was a shrewd 
business man, always alive to opportunities 
to forward the interests of his firm, he was 
ever aware of the claims and rights of others, 
and took no unjust advantage of any man. 
His was eminently a helpful life, and though 
his assistance, advice and encouragement of 
those seeking his aid was tendered unosten- 
tatiously, they were nevertheless freely and 
frequently givenand were the means of in- 
creasing the esteem and respect in which 
he was so generally held. 

Mr. Sondheim's home life was an ideal one 
His pride in and love for his family was the 
crowning joy of his life, and no father was 
better repaid for the care and love lavished 
on his children. He carried his creed of doing 
unto his neighbor as he would bedone by, into

The firm of Henry 
Benda & Co., which was subsequently suvc- 
ceeded by Mr. A. B. Ansbacher, was then in 
existence, and he entered its employ as clerk 
and salesman. For nearly twenty years he re- 
mained with this house and its successor, and 
when in 1874 the Ansbacher Manufacturing 
Company was organized for the purpose of 
manufacturing colors, he became a member of 
that corporation. The company disposed of 
its interests to Mr. A. B. Ansbacher in 1878, 
Mr. Sondheim retiring. Shortly afterward he 
visited California, where, on December 25th, 
1878, he was married to Miss Ida Tannebaum. 
Returning to New York in January, 1879, Mr. 
Sondheim established an extensive glue busi- 
ness, in which he was eminently successful. 
A year later, associating with himself Dr. M. 
Alsberg, he began the manufacture of colors, 
under the firm name of Sondheim & Alsberg. 
In 1881 Mr. I. M. Schloss was admitted to the 
firm, the style of which was changed to Sond- 
heim, Alsberg & Co. They engaged in a gene- 
ral manufacturing and importing business in 
paints, colors, etc., the glue branch, which was 
built up by the personal efforts of Mr. Sond- 
heim, remaining a prominent feature. 

The funeral occurred on Sunday last at the 
late residence of the deceased, 335 E. 116th 
street, and was largely attended by the trade 
and members of the Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club, in the organization of which Mr. Sond- 
heim took a prominent part, and of which he 
was one of the most active members at the 
time of his death. The interment was at 
Cypress Hills Cemetery.

Specific Gravities of Essential Oils. 
NEw York, June 30, 1888. 


Editor Orn, PArst AND DRUG REPORTER: 

We have received the following letter from 
one of our customers: 

“On opening the oil of bay shipped by you 
April 5th, we find the weight of the same to 
be 0960. We have always understood the cor- 
rect weight to be 1040. The average apothe- 
cary would claim this was mixed. What 
weight do you claim as correct?” 

We have had similar complaints before in 
regard to oil of bay. and are pleased to note 
what.seems to us pretty good evidence that 
the jobbing trade are awakening to the im- 
portance of purity in essential oils, and are 
showing a disposition to investigate. 

In the past it has been too much the custom 
of the trade to dispense essential oils as they 
receive them, claiming that “as far as they 
knew” the goods were pure. 

We think the cause of this particular com- 
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plaint is that the sixth decennial revision of 
the Pharmacopceia, folio 239, states that the 
specific gravity of oil of bay should be about 
1040." We have during the past eight 
years, been probably the largest distillers of 
the article in the world; and have never seen 
any that stood as high as 1°040; and from the 
fact that the specific gravity of oil of cloves is 
1060, and the Pharmacopoeia calls for a “clove- 
like odor” in oil of bay, we are led to think 
that the sample examined by the gentleman 
who compiled the edition from which we 
quote, could not have been all oil of bay. 

We claim that a perfect oil would be the 
bulked result of one entire distillation, and in 
distilling the article at our factory, find the 
specific gravity of the first of the distillate 
0°895; of the last 1°020, and of a fair bulking of 
all, 0°965 at 60° F, 

We write ndw in the hope that by ventilat- 
ing the subject in your valuable journal, you 
will be able to have the question of specific 
gravity taken up more carefully at the next 
revision of the Pharmacopceia, and by causing 
the correction of the numerous errors in the 
present edition, perform a service to the trade 
at large, and particularly to manufacturers 
who will then be spared the annoyance of fre- 
quent complaints as groundless as the one 
mentioned above. DopGE & OLCOTT. 


CHICAGO LETTER. 


Special correspondence of the REPORTER. 





CHICAGO, June 30, 1888, 

There is to be chronicled for the week an- 
other decline—this time one cent—in linseed 
oil, which is now being freely offered to job- 
bers by local crushers at 0 cents. The figures 
may be meant to prove attractive to buyers, 
but the sad reality remains that parties who 
used to buy oil by the 1,000 barrels are now 
purchasing by the car load, and former buy- 
ers of car lots are trying hard to content 
themselves with gloomingly gloating over ten 
barrel orders—the sliding scale to the contrary 
notwithstanding. Precisely why the local 
crushers should have seen fit to alter quota- 
tions just now is a conundrum to which are 
offered various—and sometimes conflicting— 
answers. 

In the first place, it is plausibly suggested 
that an exceedingly moderate demand can 
scarcely be said to justify the maintenance 
of a “stiff upper lip’ on the part of holders; 
that the inquiry is chiefly of-a hand-to-mouth 
sort is indisputable; but the fact yet remains 
that substantially none of the western mills 
are running and that the stock of oil in sight 
to-day does not reach ™ (even if it exceeds 40) 
per cent. of the visible supply one year ago. 
One might naturally suppose that under these 
circumstance an exceedingly limited inquiry 
would not have sucha frightfully depressing 
effect upon prices. 

In the second place it is surm ised that the 
“exceedingly bad break in Eastern markets 
may not have been without its reactionary 
influence here. Among the adherents of this 
theory are (ostensibly, at least) some of the 
most Sagacious and cautious observers of the 
course of events. Yetitis urged, by way of 
reply, that Chicago and New York have long 
been moving in separate planes of action and 
that—even had the depreciation in New York 
been a genuine surprise to the local trade— 
it could have proved but a temporary shock, 
at most. 

Yet another explanatory theory that has 
beenad vanced is to the effect that free offerings 
of Ohio and New York State oil at prices con- 
siderably below the market rates have proved 
here, as in the east, just enough of a disturb- 
ing element to affect the confidence of pur- 
chasers. Some of the latter are at present too 
busily engaged in taking inventories to watch 
the course of events; while others, who fail to 
see any reason for wantonly underselling ex- 
cept a necessity to realize cash, are turning 
the whole matter over in their own minds and 
softly whispering to themselves, *“‘who next?” 

But there yet remains a fourth suggestion 
to make by way of accounting for the latest de- 
cline. It isalleged upon what might be charac- 
terized as thoroughly confirmed street rumor, 
that August and September deliveries of oil 
have been offered at figures materially below 
ruling quotations. Indeed, it is whispered 
about that September oil might have been 
purchased not many days ago at 40 cents. 
Such rumors as this, especially when tolerably 
well authenticated, do not tend to promote 
that sentiment of harmony which tends to 
give stability to prices, and their circulation 
has undoubtedly not been without its effect. 
Those who have at heart the best interests of 
the market, both here and in the East, are 
hopeful that a potent, restraining influence 
may be brought to bear upon those who either 
from inherent folly or an absurd craving for 
notoriety, are doing all that in them lies to 
throttle a great industry, of which perhaps 
one if not more, might love to pose as cham- 
pion. 

Reference has been made, incidentally, to 
offerings in this market of Ohio and New 
York State oil. The policy of the chief parties 
in interest may be inferred from the fact that 
while some eight or ten days ago their accred- 
ited representative was currently reported as 
soliciting bids at 48c, it is now rumored that 
the same concern has recently refused a bona 
fide offer for a round lot at the same figures, 
Notwithstanding all discouragements, how- 


ever, there are those among the Chicago 
crushers who yet speak sanguinely as to the 
outlook for July, basing their prediction of a 
revival of activity upon the admitted facts of 
@ late season, a short supply and an inexorable 
demand, 

FLAXSEED. 

The week’s market has been extremely 
quiet as regards both cash seed and future de- 
liveries. The furmer opened on Monday at 
$1.30 for car lots, while small quantities 
brought from $1.00@1.15. To-day’s market 
closed at $1.30, and fluctuations have been con- 
fined within very narrow limits. Monday’s 
market on futures was not especially active, 
although the week’s sales foot up thus: Sep- 
tember, 19,500 bushels; year, 20,000: August, 
15,000. 

A comparative table of receipts and ship- 
ments, according to the figures furnished by 
the Secretary of the Board of Trade, is given 
belew :

The week opened with 204,191 bushels in 
store, which amount was 22,605 bushels less 
than that shown by the official statement of 
last week, while one year ago the public ele- 
vators were absolutely void of seed. It must 
be borne in mind, however, that the foregoing 
statement as to the sales of year seed is, on its 
face, misleading. Not an insignificant propor- 
tion of the seed so sold is soon repurchased, 
either directly or indirectly by the original 
seller. Private advices continue to come in as 
to the coming crop. There seems to be a gen- 
eral consensus of opinion that a diminished 
acreage is about to yield a vastly larger crop. 
Flax, so far as it has been personally in- 
spected, is looking well. 

OILs. 

The Chicago market on lard oil may be said 
to be about 574% cents for prime, while as re- 
gards inferior grades the same conditon of 
affairs exists asfor two months past. Some 
comment has been occasioned by the remarks 
of the REPORTER in its last issue as to the ac- 
cumulation of stocks in the East, owing to 
pressers’ desire to produce stearine. So far as 
the Chicago market is concerned, careful in- 
quiry on my part has resulted in establishing 
the fact that while there is no surplus of 
stearine here, there is no such dearth of it as 
to induce pressers to rush impetuously into the 
production of oil witha view to supplying a 
long felt want. On the contrary, while the 
production of oil is being rather curtailed in 
order to meet the exigencies of the situation, 
it is claimed that the movement toward 
the seaboard sustains its normal relation to 
the total output. 

As was presaged a week ago, an easier feel- 
ing is noticeable in oleo. While the week’s ex- 
ports from this point have aggregated but 
about 3,550 tierces (about two-thirds those of 
last week), reported sales cabled here from 
Dutch markets foot up only 1,100 tierces. Dur- 
ing the first three days of the week the Hol- 
land market appeared paralyzed, and even 
when churners first appeared in the role of 
purchasers they insisted upon a reduction of 
four florins from Saturday’s closing prices. 
The result has been, so far as local melters are 
concerned, to induce a check in the matter of 
production, and itis thought by some of those 
who have most carefully watched the course 
of affairs at Rotterdam, that such a course will 
tend abruptly to check what just now threatens 
to become a precipitate deeline. So far as the 
local market is concerned nothing has oc- 
curred to mar the quietude which seems to 
have settled over it as a pall. 

THE VARNISH FAILURE. 

The De Golyer failure still continues the 
absorbing topic in trade circles. As to the re- 
turn of Mr. Watt De Golyer there is no ques- 
tion. Neither is there any doubt that that 
gentleman has purchased the stock and fix- 
tures of the defunct company at his own 
price. Mr. Watt De Golyer will soon an- 
nounce to the trade, formally, his intention 
to conduct the business which he has cheaply 
bought in his own individual name; which 
will undoubtedly prove a tower of strength. 
At the same time, the bona fide creditors are 
wondering what the ultimate dividend will be, 
in view of the fact that the father of the prin- 
cipal debtor has purchased the entire outfit— 
stock, tools, and all—at a low figure. 

A new corporation has been formed this 
week at Joliet. It is to be known as the Joliet 
Paint Company, value of its capital stock 
$100,000. Its avowed object is the manufac- 
ture of mineral and other paint materials, 
and to pulverize rock and other materials. 
The incorporators are A. D. Serals, D. C. 
Scholes, and G. 8. Finney. CALUMET.

Soap Makers and the Tariff. 


Mr. Horace W. Calef, who has been watching 
the interests of the soap makers to prevent 
adverse tariff legislation, has sent out another 
circular to the trade this week, which reads as 
follows: 

New York, July 1, 1888. 

There are about 1,000,000,000 pounds of laun- 
dry and factory soaps manufactured in the 
United States annually, employing about 20,- 
000 hands; men, women, boys and girls. The 
average weekly pay of the laborer in a British 
soap factory is $4.85. In this country the av- 
erage laborer in a soap factory gets $10, The 
present duty is 20 per cent., which just enables 
usto keep English soap out of this market. 
Caustic soda, araw material for soap making 
has been proved to be a substance impossible 
to manufacture in this country in competition 
with England by the fact that although it has 
enjoyed a protective duty of nearly 100 per 
cent, for the past 25 years there is not a pound 
made inthis country. The present price of 
caustic soda in New York is less than 24c per 
pound. This article includes a duty of lca 
pound, so that less than 114c has to pay cost of 
manufacture, package, freight; 3 profits, etc., 
etc. Now the Mills bill proposes to make soap 
free and retain a duty of %c a pound on caus- 
tic soda, or one-half the present duty. That 
tariff charge will more than pay freight and 
the other import expenses on soap from Eu- 
rope and thus handicap us. If the Mills bill 
becomes a law without alteration it will ef- 
fectually cripple the soap industry of this 
country. 

See your Congressman or write to him at 
once. Do what you can, and promptly, to 
prevent the ruin of soap making here.”

Varnish Makers Meet. 


A notice issued by the Secretary on the 14th 
ult. called a meeting of the National Varnish 
Makers’ Association on Thursday last. A large 
attendance was expected as this was the first 
regular meeting of the association, which was 
organized in this city on January 18, 1888, and 
it was expected to complete the work of or- 
ganization on this occasion. Shortly after 10 
A. M. on Thursday President Franklin Mur- 
phy called the meeting to order in one of the 
parlors of the Hoffman House. About thirty 
members were present representing New York, 
Philadelphia and one or two Western points. 

The meeting was held with closed doors as 
several matters were expected to come before 
the Association, which it was not deemed ad- 
visable should be made public until the Asso- 
ciation saw fit to publish them. 

The results of the meeting evidently, were 
not as satisfactory as had been anticipated. 
The comparative smallness of the attendance 
indicated a lack of interest by the trade at 
large which does not augur well for the per- 
petuation of the Association. 

It was learned that the work of organization 
was not completed at the meeting. 
The president was instructed to ap- 
point a committee of seven to draft articles 
of association,and this committee willbe selec- 
ted as soon as possible. When the committee 
is ready to report a meeting will be called to 
act upon their suggestions. The recom- 
mendations of the Paint Oil and Varnish Club 
on the subject of credits was endorsed though 
it was the sense of the meeting that the re- 
commendation should read; “not to exceed 
six months.” 

The only action taken in the matter in ad- 
dition to that above mentioned was 
the acceptance of the _ resignation of 
secretary Alfred Hooper, and the elec- 
tion of Mr. John C. Kirkland to the office thus 
made vacant. 

The members occupied some time in discus- 
sing, informally, the characteristics of var- 
nishes, and various methods of manufacture 
after which the meeting adjourned subject to 
the call of the Executive Committee.

An Opening for Soap Makers. 


Amongst the industries for which the State 
of Vera Cruz presents an opening is the man- 
ufacture of toilet soaps, for which there is an 
abundant supply of the necessary raw mate- 
rial, The import duty on fine soap, scented or 
unscented, is equal to 1s. 9d. per pound, gross 
weight (that is, including packing), which 
would, of course, constitute a very high de- 
groe of protection to a native industry if the 
latter existed. So long as this high duty is 
maintained, the industry protected by it 
would, of course, flourish; but the latter 
would no doubt fade if its protecting duty 
should be abolished, unless, indeed, the aboli- 
tion of protection were general. So long as it 
exists in anything like its present degree, no 
unprotected industry can thrive, as protec- 
tion raises the cost of production of all com- 
modities, protected or unprotected, But pro- 
tection is so ingrained in the Mexican fiscal 
system that a fancy soap factory, if it existed, 
would have little reason to fear that its pro- 
tection would be withdrawn, so says a British 
consul.

President.—Some of the dealers may give 
different time of credit from others. I think 
the best way would be to adopt this amend- 
ment of Mr. Wright’s in regard to linseed oil 
and then dispose of those others included in 
second section as we deem best. I think that 
is the simplest way to do it. 


Mr. Rosenthal.—Then I withdraw my pro- 
position. 

President.—Mr. Wright’s amendment is now 
before you for discussion or adoption. Those 
in favor of it will please say so. Carried. 

Mr. Wright’s amendment relates to linseed 
oil, Now you have turpentine, naptha and 
gold leaf to dispose of, which are in the second 
section. 

Mr. Vroman.—I move the discount on those 
articles be 144 per cent. if paid in ten days. 
There seems to be a difference of opinion ag to 
whether it should be ten days or fifteen. 

President.—Make it ten days and figure it 
fifteen. (Laughter.) Those in favor of that 
please say aye. Carried. That disposes of the 
second, except gold leaf. 

Mr. Coffin.—I move that gold leaf be in- 
cluded in section 3. Seconded and carried. 

President.—Gentlemen, the vote will now be 
on the adoption of this report as amended this 
evening. Are you ready for the question ? 


It was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Kohn.—I would like to ask a question: 


It says, ‘from the above are excepted such 
colors and goods the price and terms of which 
are controlled by the manufacturers by as- 
sociation or otherwise.”” Now, gentlemen, I 
would like to have you tell me of one thing 
that is not controlled by manufacturers, by 
association or otherwise. 


President.—These are mere recommenda-

I also think that our 
terms should be as nearly as possible uniform 
with the trade of New York city, but lam 
sorry to see them give two per cent discount 
on paints and colors. I think that they ought 
to come to us in that respect. 

Mr. House—In making up this report, it was 
done by arriving as nearly as we knew, at the 
custom of the trade and that clause was not 
intended to be arbitrary; yet, if it conflicts 
with the custom of the trade in those articles, 
why we wouldn’t have any idea of wanting 
the club to adopt it as it stands. I spoke of 
t»e amendment as a matter of course. 

Mr. Wright—I would move to strike out the 
second article, second section, and put it in 
the third article. 

Mr. Vroman—It is customary to give dis- 
count on turpentine, and I believe wherea 
party pays cash he ought to have the benefit 
of it. 

The President—You have heard the amend- 
ment of Mr. Wright to put article two in with 
article three, which has been seconded.

They 
have adopted a report and asked us to 
co-operate with them, and we take things 
as we consider best; and I think that 
after this report is circulated in the com- 
peting cities, when we get.our returns we can 
then get up the matter of discounts for cash. 

Mr. House—I agree most heartily with Mr. 
Coffin in his remarks, and I think as far as New 
York is concerned, the only goods on which 
we make sixty days’ time, or one and one-half 
percent discount, are goods on which we don,t 
compete to a very great extent with New 
York. In the territory tributary to Chicago, 
on manufactured goods outside of dry colors 
and specialities, we don’t get very much com- 
petition from New York. There is very little 
direct competition; at any rate, if we adopt 
those terms, they will have very little to do 
with New York trade; and if we can secure 
the co-operation of the other manufacturers, 
who are not members of a similar association, 
we can get along very well with New York.

The Limited Liability Act. 


Last week the Louisiana Senate passed the 
bill entitled the limited liability act. This bill 
has already passed the House and consequent- 
ly now goes to the Governor for final ap- 
proval. This law was strongly favored by the 
local commercial bodies—particularly the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Association, 
and it is intended to authorize corporations to 
engage in mercantile pursuité—a privilege not 
heretofore enjoyed in that State.

then small lots have arrived day by day. 
There is a remarkable unanimity of opinion 
that the coming crop will be a good one, says 
the Chemist and Druggist, and in many quar- 
ters itis even said that it will be one of the 
best on record, approaching the phenomenal 
crop of 1881, which amounted to about 12, 
baskets, and which followed, as the present 
one does, upon a yield of exceptional small- 
ness. What the precise outturn of this se&- 
son’s harvest will be cannot be definitely 
known for some weeks, that is to say, until 
the bulk of the crop arrives at Smyrna; but ot 
any rate we may conclude that the crop will 
be considerably in excess of an average 
season’s consumption. The spring sowings 
are generally thought little of by the cultl- 
vators, who mainly rely upon the yield of the 
seed which they put in the earth in October 
and November, and which, as a rule, 
grows into the hardiest plants. But on 
this oecasion the spring sowings have proveda 
vertiable blessing to the proprietors, for with 
scarcely an exception the weather since they 
were made has been exceptionally favorable, 
rain and heat alternating exactly to suit 
the farmers’ wishes, while, as luck would have 
is,a much longer area has been devoted to 
this crop than is usually the case. ‘The result 
is that harvesting was commenced under the 
most favorable auspices, and the prices of 
opium, which were already much lower than 
the small crop of the preceding season would 
have seemed to warrant, are uot unlikely to 
undergo some further reduction. But at the 
same time it would not be surprising if the 
lowest point should be reached during the 
first two months of the new arrivals at Smy- 
rna,for after that period spec ulaters are pretty 
certain to show a more active interest in the 
article than they are now doing, and other 
causes may also lead to greater firmness in the 
market.In the autumn the Dutch government 
usually buys a considerable quantity of opium 
at Smyrna for consumption in its Indian pos- 
sessions, and the entry into the market of this 
purchaser is generally the signal for a revival 
of speculative energy. Last year the Dutch 
Government bought very little, owing to the 
badness of the crop, and the difficulty of ob- 
taining the variety of opium which it usually 
buys, and it is, therefore, thought possible 
that it will this season take advantage of the 
large crop to secure a larger quantity, The 
result of the Persian opium crop, of which at 
present nothing certain is known, is also an 
important factor in estimating the future 
course of prices. As regards the quality of 
the new opium in Asia Minor, nothing can yet 
be said for certain at present, The first lots 
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which have been placed on the market do not 
seem to have been of very good quality, the 
opium being black and watery, but it would 
be altogether wrong to conclude from 


this that the succceding lots will also 
be below par. The stock of old 
opium left in first hands at the  be- 


ginning of this week may be put down at 
about 3,50) cases, viz., 1,624 in London, about 
700 in Turkey (Smyrna, Constantinople, &c.), 
and the rest in America and elsewhere. The 
lowest estimate of the crop now being gath- 
ere 1 is 7,000 baskets, which added to the stock, 
would make a sufficiently large supply to 
warrant us in assuming low prices. But later 
accounts place the possible yield of new opium 
in Turkey as high as 10,000 baskets, or more, of 
which the district of Salonica is estimated to 
furnish 800 baskets, Malatia, Tokat, Beybazar, 
Gueve and Amassia about 2,000 baskets, and 
the other growing districts the bulk. A few 
weeks ago serious damage to the growing 
plants was reported from the important dis- 
tricts of Salonica, Malatia and Bogaditch, but 
it now appears that these rumors were much 
exaggerated, and most critical time of opium 
gathering is now on a fair way of passing over 
without any of the dreaded hot south winds 
which in one or two days may destroy, as they 
did in 1868, the most promising crop.

But the aver- 
age consumer in asmall way, in families for 
obvious reasons will prefer the compound 
article—lard and cotton oil, witha portion of 
oleo stearine to give it the desirable consist- 
ency. This mixture cannot be assailed in its 
merit for food purposes,and no action of legis- 
lation or of association should interfere with 
its being made available to the consumer, ex- 
cepting to prevent the fraud of selling such 
mixture as the pure product of the hog. We 
therefore feel that the Liverpool association, 
in its good stand against dealings’ in adulter- 
ated Jard fraudently, would have done a pro- 
per act in recognizing the right and proprie- 
ty of offering the refined product made partly 
of cottévn oil and beef fat when presented to 
the trade and to the consumer properly brand- 
ed in accordance to what the brand really is.

Purity of Drugs and Foods in Massa- 
chusetts. 


Tn last week's issue of the REPorRTER refer- 
ence was made to the quality of drugs sold in 
Massachusetts, and a synopsis of the annual 
report of State analyst Davenport was given 
from the documents published by the State 
Board of Health. As the subject is an inter- 
esting one at this time,owing to the discussion 
in Congress over food products, we give below 
the balance of the report: 

The following summary presents the num- 
ber of samples of food and drugs examined for 
the year, together with the number of each 
sort found to be adulterated and the number 
free from adulteration:

Attention is specially called to the comment 
of the food analyst concerning the compara- 
tive amount of adulteration detected during 
the past year, as compared with that of for- 
mer years, 

The percentage of adulterated articles 
therein stated as having been found in the 
samples collected in 1887 was 297, being the 
lowest of any year since the Food and Drug 
Acts went into operation. The actual differ- 
ence between this percentage and that of 
previous years is greater than the apparent 
difference, as shown in the statistics presented 
for each year, for the reason that in the earlier 
years samples of food were colleeted froma 
greater variety of articles. The experience of 
the past few years has enabled the Board to 
omit many articles in the work of collection, 
such experience having shown that many 
staple articles are practically free from adul- 
teration. The percentage of adulteration 
found by the analysts is therefore a percent- 
age of articles liable to adulteration, and not 
that of the general food supply. 


The work of the first year or more under the 
laws relative to food and drug inspection 
must-be considered as preliminary and tenta- 
tive only, and was conducted with special 
reference to ascertaining the actual condition 
of the various supplies of food and drugs 
offered for sale in the State, with reference to 
the prevalence of adulteration. 

Many difficulties were encountered in the 
first year’s work with reference to the meth- 
ods to be adopted for the collection of sam- 
ples, and the routine of work necessary for 
the most efficient execution of the laws. No 
complaints were entered for prosecution until 
the last month of that year, and in a compara- 
tive estimate of the operations of different 
years it is no more than fair to reject the 
limited and merely preliminary work of the 
first year. 

The actual percentage of the articles found 
to be adulterated in the different years of the 
operation of these acts (excepting 1883) is as 
follows:

It should not be understood that these fig- 
ures in any year represent the actual amount 
of adulteration which exists among the differ- 
ent articles which are under the supervision 
of the laws, for the reasons already stated, 

The actual benefits derived from the opera- 
tion of these statutes have already been allu- 
ded to in previous reports, and the estimates 
therein given do not require a repetition here, 
except to say that the actual gain to the con- 
sumer has many timesexcceded the cost of ex- 
ecution of the laws. 

The behefit is merely an economical one, in- 
asmuch as the forms of adulteration are 
chiefly of a commercial character. Injurious 
forms of adulteration, however, are special 
objects of search, and there can be no ques- 
tion that sanitary anvantages are secured by 
the general operation of the law. 

In certain articles of food which have been 
specially liable to fraud, such as the various 
sorts of spices, condiments, cream of tartar, 
ete., adulteration has been greatly diminished, 
and isin many instances limited to parties 
whose business is conducted outside of the 
State, and cannot therefore be easily reached 
except through the customary notice sent to 
the retailer who buys of such outside parties, 

These notices hove proved to be of a very 
efficient mode of diminishing adulteration. It 
is not the retailer who is seriously effected by 
the receipt of sucha notice, but the whole- 
sale dealer or manufacturer to whom it is 
speedily forwarded by the retailer, and who 
find that be cannot afford to continue in 
wholesale imposition, 

The total number of samples of food and 
drugs of all kinds examined during the year 
was 5,420, an increase of 642 over that of any 
previous year, the principal increase having 
been in the number of samples of milk. 

This increase was affected in order to secure 
a more explicit compliance with the provision 
of the statute requiring an expenditure of 
three-fifths of the appropriation in the en- 
forcement of the laws relative to milk and 
milk products. 


COLORING MATTER IN FOOD. 

The practice of employing coloring matters 
in connection with different articles of food is 
very common. The following may be named 
as very common examples: 

Certain condiments, such as mustard, gin- 
ger and other spices, sugar, cunfectionery, 
preserved and canned goods, especially peas 
and beans, milk, butter, oleomargarine, 
pickles, cake, syrups, and various sorts of bey- 
erages. 

The coloring matters employed in connec- 
tiun with these articles of food may be classi- 
fied as follows: 

1. Harmless colors. These are usually made 
from some comparatively harmless organic 
products, such as annatto, caramel, turmeric 
and cochineal. 


2, Injurious golors, These are usually some 





of the metallic compounds, such as lead, cop- 
per and tin, 

It cannot be urged in regard to any of these 
colors, whether harmless or otherwise, that 
they have any true value as articles of food, 
and the demand for their use comes mainly 
from the trader, and not from the actual con- 
sumer, excepting so far as the latter has been 
erroneously educated by the former as to true 
color standards in the matter of food. 

No good and useful end is attained by their 
use, so far as the question of nutriment is 
concerned, and not only may harm ensue, but 
also even fatal consequences, as in the recent 
eases which have occurred in Philadelphia 
from the use of poisonous compounds of lead. 

The true use of artificial food colors is usu- 
allya fraudulent one, and they are conse- 
quently employed mainly for the purpose of 
giving to an inferior article of food a fictitious 
value, and thus to imitate other articles of a 
similar character, but of a better quality, at 
least so far as their actual cost is concerned, 
The difference in actual nutritive value as 
articles of food may, however, be but little or 
nothing. 

The limitation of the quantity of poisonous 
colors in articles of food is, to say the least, a 
matter of doubtful propriety, especially when 
the preparation of such forms of adulteration 
is conducted by irresponsible parties outside 
of the State, and in some cases outside of the 
country. 

It is not proposed to discuss in this connec- 
tion the actual effect of small quantities of 
metallic or other poisons when introduced 
into articles of food, either for coloring or for 
other purposes. The law already quoted is 
explicit upon this point, and isevidently based 
upon the principle that it is a safer course to 
exclude them altogether. 

Baking powders.—In the report of the food 
analyst will bé found a further list of baking 
powders containing alum, in addition to those 
which have been published in previous re- 
ports. 

Inasmuch as this class of food preparations 
is not limited by a statutory standard, action 
could only be taken in regard to such of them 
as might be shown to be injurious to health, 
Some of the ingredients employed in the com- 
position of baking powders are known to have 
a poisonous action when administered in large 
doses. The question of their action in small 
doses, given either singly, or in repeated doses 
for along period, is not so well settled. The 
amount of baking powder in a single loaf of 
bread is small; the amount of each ingredient 
is smaller; and the amount in the proportion 
of bread consumed by a single individual at a 
meal is very small. 

Since, however, bread is the most commonly 
used of all articles of food, and the long con- 
tinued use in small quantities, of such articles 
as in large quantities have decidedly injurious 
action, may prove harmful to the consumer, it 
is evidently the safer course at least to adyise 
the consumer against the use of articles con- 
taining such ingredients, if not positively to 
prohibit their sale. 

A very convenient classification of these 
preparations is given in the recent report of 
the Ohio Dairy and Food Commission, entitled 
“Circular No. 6,” in which they are divided in- 
to three groups, as follows: 1, cream of tartar 
powders; 2, phosphate powders; 3, alum pow- 
ders. 

The commission makes the following state- 
ment with reference to certain ingredients of 
baking powders: 

In some brands of the cream of tartar bak- 
ing powder a small per cent. of carbonate of 
ammonia is used; but this is considered too 
small an amount to be hurtful. There isa 
prevalent belicf created by the erroneous 
statement of manufacturers that the salts 
from which carbonic acid gas is generated pass 
off in the form of escaping gas, scarcely leav- 
ing a trace of their presence in the bread. But 
this is not true. These resultant salts, formed 
by the chemical action in the dough, remain 
in the bread, while the gas generated by such 
chemical action and whichis but a small per 
cent. of the whole, alone passes off in the pro- 
cess of baking. From this fact many persons 
condemn the entire class of alum baking pow- 
der as unhealthful. Pure alum is undoubted- 
ly a hurtful salt, and the resultant salts from 
its combination with soda can searcely be less 
hurtful. And yetany number of conflicting 
opinions and certificates can be had from emi- 


nent chemists on either side of this question. 
THE PHARMACOPCEIAL WINES, 

The limit of alcohol allowed for officinal 
wines is twelve per cent. by weight, which ap- 
pears to be confirmed by the examinations 
made by the National Department of Agricul- 
ture at Washington, which publishes the fol- 
lowing statement: 

Any wine with a higher percentage of alco- 
hol than fifteen per cent. by volume (twelve 
per cent. by weight) can be safely declared to 
be forfeited, for it has been shown that fer- 
mentation is arrested when the alcoholic con- 
tent reaches about that point. 

Notwithstanding this statement, it is not 
uncommon to find wines in which the amount 
of alcohol found is frequently as high as 
twenty per cent. by weight, and occasionally 
a higher amount. instead of twelve per cent. 

Attention is especially cailed to the state- 
ment of the analyst of drugs with reference 
to this subject. 

From the report just quoted it appears that 
adulteration of wines has kept pace in this

The following statement, made by an ex- 
pert, confirms the experience of {the analyst 
of the Board with reference to the brandy as 
sold to the consumer, and the statement un- 
fortunately applics to the pharmacist as well 
as to dealers in liquors:— 

The term “brandy” seems to be no longer 

applied to a spirit produced by the fermenta- 
tion of grapes, but to a complex mixture, the 
alcohol of which is derived from grain, pota- 
toes, or, worst of all, the refuse of the beet- 
sugar refineries. It would seem to be fairly 
impossible at present to purchase a pure 
cognac, as each individual proprietor of 
a vineyard has become a distiller and com- 
pounder. He has acquired the art of imita- 
ting any special flavor or vintage of brandy 
that may be called for. Potato spirits and 
bect alcohols, the most deleterious and ob- 
noxious of all the varieties of spirits, are sent 
from Germany into france in vast quantities. 
They are flavored, colored, and branded or la- 
beled to meet the wishes of American con- 
noisseurs. The mere fact of coming out of 
bond,or “straight through the custom house,” 
is generally accepted here as sufficient evi- 
dence that they are pure and genuine. It is 
rather unfortuate that physicians themselves 
frequently strengthen this hallucinatien in 
favor of imported spirits by giving the most 
stringent orders to their patients to procure 
genuine French cognac, even though it may 
command tenfold the price of an absolutely 
pure spirit of domestic productiou. This im- 
perative command becomes a cruel injustice 
in the case of poor patients. Under the best 
of circumstances what is there to be gained 
by the use of French brandy is preference to 
pure domestic spirit? 

Lard—Nineteen samples of lard include 
twelve which were adulterated with tallow. 

Olive Oil.—Seventeen samples; six genuine 
and cleven spurious, The latter were contined 
to five brands. 

It is but fair tosay that the inspectors avoid 
buying those brands which they know to be 
genuine, so that the proportion of two adult- 
erated to one genuine sample bought does not 
hold good in the market at large. 

Cream of Tartar.—I received 201 samples of 
cream of tartar, 167 of which were genuine 
and 34 adulterated. The principal adulterants 
were alum, terra alba, corn starch, tartaric 
acid and acid phosphate; in many cases more 
than one of these substances were present in 
the same sample. Most of the adulterated 
samples were bought unmarked with the name 
of the wholesaler. 

Soda—Of sixteen samples all but one (No. 
8,255) were genuine, This sample contained a 
large excess of sulphates. 

Baking powders.—Twenty-nine samples were 
examined for alum which was found to be 
present in twenty-one. 

Isinglauss.—Two samples examined were 
found to be adulterated with potato starch. 

Black Pepper.—One hundred and forty-six 
samples; 93 genuine, 53 adulterated. The most 
common adulterants were ground cracker, 
corn, rice and buckwheat. 

White Pepper.—Seventy-one samples; 30 
genuine, 32 adulterated. The adulterants 
used were the same as mentioned under black 
pepper. 

Mustard.—One hundred and twenty-two 
samples; 90 genuine, 32 adulterated. 

Cassia.—One hundred and twenty-three 
samples; 101 genuine, 22 adulterated. 

Ginger.—One hundred and thirty-four sam- 
ples; 112 genuine, 2 adulterated, Rice, 
cracker, corn and turmeric were the most 
common adulterants. 

Cayenne.—Twenty-seven samples; 19 genu- 
ine, 8 adulterated. The foreign substances 
were chiefly cracker, corn and ginger, 
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Nutmeg.—Of five samples of ground nut- } 


meg all were genuine, with one exception 
(1,812), which was adulterated with cracker. 


Cloves.—Sixty-five samples; 56 of good qual- 
ity, 9adulterated. Many of the samples were 
deficient in oil, but contained no foreign mat- 
ter. A small percentage of stems has not 
been considered actual adulteration. Corn, 
: cracker, allspice and clove stems were the for- 
meN eign substances found.

adulterated. The adulterants were cracker, 
buckwheat and dirt. 


Mace.—Twenty-two samples;

Extract of Almonds.—Nine samples were re- 
ceived; two were found to contain a poison- 
ous substance—nitrobenzol—which was added 
to give the almond flavor.

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The pig lead market has been unsettled and 
irregular during the week, owing to the man- 
ipulations of the speculators. The market 
showed an upward tendency early in the week 
and sales for August and September were 
made up to 417c, but subsequently a reaction 
occurred with a decline to 380c for spot and 
3 85@3 9c for futures. After this the market 
recovered somewhat, advancing to 3 97l¢c for 
spot and 405@410c for futures. Trading 
throughout has been limited, consumers 
being almost entirely out of the mar- 
ket. Messrs. Everett & Post write from 
Chicago on the 28th ult. ‘Business at the 
lead centres in America and Europe has been 
quiet and dull, and we have to note a decline 
in values, brought about principally by mani- 
pulation. Consumers and speculators have 
been resting quietly after the purchases of the 
last twenty days, but we think that if future 
lead could be had in any quantities at present 
market rates, the demand would be very large. 
In America the stocks of pig lead are held 
principally in New York and by strong hands. 
Our refiners claim to have turned out as much 
lead as they did during the same period last 
year, and it has all been sold, and principally 
to consumers. In Europe what stock there is, 
(a close estimate says 10,000 tons), is held by 
moneyed men in London, and while small spot 
lots can be picked up at ruling quotations, 
large lots and fntures are not to had except at 
figures considerably above present price. This 
market has not felt the extremes of the mani- 
pulation East, and while values have sympa- 
thized somewhat, yet the lowest price de- 
silverized reached was 3 80c for spot. Some 
common Missouri and Wisconsin leads were 
offered at 344c, and found no takers. Sales for 
the week have been very limited, simply be- 
cause holders of lead decline to sell. At the 
close, there isa strong undertone, and an im- 
proved inquiry is noticable,with 3 90c asked. At 
St. Louis, values in sympathy with the New 
York market, reached 370c, but only car lots 
were obtainable. Latterly, some 400 tonscom- 
mon Missouri sold at 334c, and the market may 
be called 334c to 3 80c at the close. 

The white lead market presents no new or 
interesting features. Business is confined al- 
most exclusively to supplying the require- 
ments of the smaller consumers, and though 
corroders generally are well supplied with 
contracts they are booking few fresh orders 
for forward delivery. Competition continues 
keen and values suffer as a consequence but 
since our last there has been no quotable 
change in prices, 

Américan oxide of zinc is selling to a mod- 
erate extent, buyers confining their pur- 
chases to such lotsas they require for present 
consumption. Prices remain steady and un- 
changed at 444@434c according to quality. 
French zines are without change and meet 


with little attention. We continue to 
quote 6c for dry Antwerp. red seal 
in bbls. of 220% ibs; Paris red seal 6%c, 


and 734c for Paris green seal. Discounts on 
French are as follows: To buyers of 10 bbl.

As usual at this season of the year business 
is light though if anything the volume of bus- 
iness is smaller than in corresponding past 
seasons. The tone of the market however 
remains steady and we find no important 
changes to record, 

English Venetian red is not wanted, except 
in a jobbing way. Prices are sustained, and 
we repeat our quotations of $1 45@1 50 for 
special brands, in large lots, and $1 35@1 45 for 
other grades. The domestic makes also are in 
moderate request only, small lots receiving 
the most attention. Prices remain at 9c@ 
$1 05 for ordinary grades, some special brands 
being held at $120@1 25, according to maker 
and size of order. 

Red lead is in moderate jobbing demand, and 
is steadily held at 644@654c. Litharge sells only 
ina small way, but may ve written steady at 
6@6'4c. 

Cobalt oxide has had a moderate sale during 
the week, buyers supplying their wants 
as they occur. Prepared grades command 
$2 90, while black is offered at $2 5. 

Orage mineral continues in moderate job- 
bing demand, but there is no inquiry for large 
lots. Prices are steadily held, English being 
quoted at 8144@9c, French at 874@9'4c, and Ger- 
man ats4@9c. Domestic is in fair requ ost 
and remains firm at 8@8¢c, as to quantity and 
quality. 

Carmine is quict, the only demand being of 
asmall jobbing character. The association 
prices have not changed, the manufacturers 
still quoting $315 for round lots and $325@ 
3 35 for smaller quantities, according to size of 
order and style of packing. 

Quicksilver vermilion is witout change. 
The demand continues light and of a jobbing 
character, large lots being entirely neglected 
The prices agreed upon by the manufacturers 
are 60c per pound for 100 1b kegs or over, and 
6lc for kegs of 30 to 50 Ibs, 


BLUES. 


The position of the blue pigments is prac- 
tically the same as at the date of our last is- 
sue. There is very little business in progress, 
consumers buying only when they actually 
need the goods. There have been no changes 
in the quoted prices, the range on Prussian 
blue being 25@20c, as to quality, Chinese being 
held at 4844@Xc. Other blues remain at our 
quotations and may be written steady. 


GREENS. 


The green pigments in general attract very 
little attention, and prices remain about as 
when we last wrote. Paris green is the only 
exception to the general rule of dullness, 
most of the manufacturers reporting a con- 
tinuance of the active demand, and stating 
that they experience great difficulty in 
filling orders promptly. The association 
prices continue to be quoted as follows: 
Arsenic, kegs or casks, 1834c; kegs, 100 to 
150 Ibs,1944c; 14,28 and 56 lb iron cans or boxes 
net weight only, 2034c; 2 to 5 1b paper boxes, 
2034c; 1 1b paper boxes, 2144c; \ lb paper boxes, 
2314c; 4 Ib paper boxes, 2544c.

We 
quote $2150 for special brands of imported, 
best No. lat $17 50@18 50, according to quan- 
tity ; best off-colored grades at $15; No.2 at 
$14, and No. 3 at $12 50. 

Chalk has not been as much inquired for,and 
the market is reported quiet but firm, though 
somewhat nominal, at $3 50. 

China clay receives a fair amount of atten- 
tion, though large lots are seldom inquired for 
at present. The low grades are in full supply, 
but the better kinds are still scarce. Prices re- 
main steady and unchanged at $18 for best 
grades, $16 for medium, and $14 for low 
grades. 

Talc isin fair demand though only in a job- 
bing way. The market remains steady and we 
continue to quote 13¢c for French, 1c for 
best American and &%@lc for other grades of 
domestic. 

Terra alba is without particular interest. 
The demand is light and prices are more or less 
nominal. French is held at about 724%c and 
American at 70@75c for No.land 45@50c for 
No. 2, according to the quantity wanted. 

Whiting is still in somewhat limited supply 
and as the demand continues good 
manufacturers are afforded little opportunity 
to catch up with theirorders. <A firm feeling, 
consequently prevails, but prices are without 
quotable change, commercial being held at 
45@50c and gilders at 60@65c as to quantity. 

Clues. 

There is a fair seasonable demand for glues 
but no special activity is noted. With full sup- 
plies there is some pressure to sell and this 
gives the market a rather easy tone. There 
has, however, been no quotable change in 
prices since the date of last writing. 

Class. 
WINDOW GLASS. 


The window glass market has been devoid of 
interesting features this week. The demand 
has been only moderate and reports from all 
the other centers reflect a very quiet conditiou 
of trade. The tirm tone of the market is 
maintained, the discounts on American ‘re- 
maining 75 and 5@75 and 10% while on 
French the discounts are 70, 10 and 5% to 
buyers of less than 25 boxes, with an extra dis- 
count of 50n purchases of 25 tu 200 boxes, 
with 10% on more than 200 boxes, provided that 
the purchases have been made during the cal- 
endar month, It is immaterial whether pur- 
chases are confined to one house or distributed 
among all the importers. 


PLATE GLASS, 


There is nothing new to report regarding the 
condition of the plate glass market. Business 
is satisfactory for the season, but there is no 
particular animation. The discounts remain 
50, 10 and 5% for over 10 feet and 60s for under 
10 feet.

Glass Making by Machinery in Europe. 


In Germany during several years past, es- 
pecially in Bavaria, the manufacture of pat- 
ent plate has grown enormously; and very 
heavy glass is being blown with the old 
fashioned blow-pipe at great risk to the 
health of the workmen employed, at a very 
small advance on the wages paid for single 
strength. For grinding and polishing the 
swift running streams of the country furnish 
abundant water ata trifling cost. So much 
has this branch of the German sheet glass 
trade been developed that Belgium and Eng- 
land are being met by it on what have hereto- 
fore been considered home markets. In Bel- 
gium, however, the intsoduction of machine- 
ry in the manufacture of window glass is ser- 
iously contemplated. The object is not sim- 
ply to assist the blower with the help of a 
machine, so that he may be able to make lar- 
ger, heavier, and more glass with greater ease 
and less exhaustive toil, but it aims at abolish- 
ing cylinder blowing altogether by the sub- 
stituting of a process of rolling. The main 
difficulty is to roll the glass thin enough so as 
to save material and aviod expense in grinding 
it down tothe desirable thickness. At the 
Bessom worksa seriesof rollers have been 
placed between the tank furnace and the an- 
nealing ovens and leers. through these, similar 
to sheet mill rolls in iron mills, the molten 
glass is conducted on a cooling table by means 
of a sluice or canal from the tank furnace, 
the mouth of which is Opened or closed at the 
will of the operator, much the same as the 
flow of liquid steel is controlled in the ladle 
used to fill the ingot moles in Bessemer steel 
manufacture. From thi® table the glass is 
passed through the sheet rolls, and after being 
rolled to the desired thickness (which can be 
regulated by powerful screws, same as in jron 
mills) the sheet is conveyed on rollers between 
two large cylinders, where it is diyided into 
required lengths by means of an ingenious

Oil Storage in Russia. 


According to a list drawn up for the Minis- 
ter of Finance at the end of last year, when 
the kerosene tax was being examined in 
Council, the tank storage of oil in Russia 
possesses a capacity of over 100 million gal- 
lons. It may be interesting to reproduce this 
list, as it shows at a glance where the principal 
oil depots of Russia have been established :

This list does not include the capacity of the 
hundreds of tank reservoirs at Baku itself. 
The principal place, it will be seen, Tsarit- 
zin,the commencing point of the railway 
system on the river Volga. It is here 
that the majority of the tank steamers dis- 
charge their cargoes, although in the last year 
or two Saratoff has been coming into favor. 
and many tank vessels also proceed further 
north to Nijni Novgorod, which is rapidly be- 
coming an important oil depot. Domino, the 
depot near Orel, having a storage capacity of 
over eighteen million gallons of kerosene, is 
the property of the Nobel firm. It is from 
there that the winter distribution of oil takes 
place, Domino, from the close of the naviga- 
tion season on the river Volga, supplying the 
town with oil for hundreds of miles round 
about. Most of the iron reservoirs have been 
erected within the past five or six years, and 
new ones are continually being added, In 
1883, for instance, Batoum did not contain a 
single oil reservoir. The capacity of the many 
tanks now existing there exceeds twenty mil- 
lion gallons. 

According to Mr. Gulishambareff, who is a 
most indefatigable collector of statements in 
regard to the Russian petroleum industry, 
the cost of the reservoirs at Baku (which is 
fixed according to their capacity), averages 
about 5\r oubles per pood. The rouble keeps 
fluctuating so much in value that it is difficult 
to fix on an average quotation for turning 
Russian money into English, but taking it 
roughly at two shillings for the purpose of 
calculation, the following is the cost of reser- 
voirs at Baku:—

As the British Government has been incuba- 
ting for a couple of years, a new law dealing 
with the storage or petroleum,sending Colonel 
Majendie to America to examine the storage 
system there, although it is said there is no 
storage in the United States on such a vast 
scale as in Russia, it may be interesting to 
point out that up to now this immense storage 
of oil has been carried on without a serious ac- 
cident or casasthrope. The danger of oil stor- 
age does not depend upon the quantity of oil 
stored in a given spot, but On the area 
of exposure. This was aptly _ illus- 
trated during one of the sittings of 
the Government Committee appointed to 
inquire into the proposed concession for the 
crude pipe line from Baku to the Black Sea. 
The question of the safety of oil stored ona 
large scale having cropped up, a Russian engi- 
neer experienced in petroleum matters placed 
on the table one of those large Russian vodky 
bottles that hold several gallons and havea 
very small neck. This was filled to the neck 
with kerosene,and the officials were invited to 
smell it from time to time. The gas emitted 
from such a small surface exposed to the air 
was naturally so trifling that there was 
scarcely any odor at all. After a while 
he produced a large dinner plate, poured 
a few spoonfuls of kerosene upon it, and 
put it upon the table. In a few minutes the 
heat of the room caused a perceptible odor to 
prevail, and the president had to have the 
plate taken away. The smaller the surface of 
oil exposed to the air the smaller the vapor 
emitted, and thus it is that a few barrels of oil 
leaking in a shed are more dangerous than 
10,000 gallons of petroleum stored in a tight 
iron tank. Should, by any exceptional means, 
the vapor on the suface of a tank holding sev- 
eral hundred thousand gallons of oil ignite, by 
filling up the tank with steam the blaze can be 
extinguished at once.—Chem. Trade Jour.

Vegetable Oils. 


TUESDAY EVENING, July 3, 1888. 

The local linseed oil market is not being in- 
fluenced apparently by developements in the 
west, where conflicting reports place the situ- 
ation in an uncertain light. The recent de- 
cline isa conundrum to outsiders when they 
are informed that the stock of oilon hand is 
40 % less than this time last year, but those on 
theinside view it as a trade fight which will 
soon run its course. Steadiness is the princi- 
pal local feature, the former prices of 53c for 
city and 50@5lc for out of town oil still ruling. 
The movement on fresh business has been com- 
paratively light owing to the approaching 
holiday. 

The cotton oil market is dxoeriencing a brief 
breathing spell, with holders firm in their 
views and buyers purchasing supplies as want- 
ed. The western section of the country is still 
in need of stock, according to inquiries which 
have been made since Saturday. Some parties 
are looking out for bargains to send West, but 
they are not to be obtained except in some 
lots of low grade crude, which commands 36@ 


87c. There were bids to-day of 47c for round 
lots of prime summer yellow laid down 
in Chicago, but as this figure is wanted 


for city delivery, holders of course de- 
clined to entertain the bids. Important 
wants are yet to be satisfled in the West, and 
it looks as if the prospective buyers would 
have to pay higher prices in the near future 
unless early contracts are made. The cotton 
oil market is not being intluenced this season 
by lard or any other commodity, like in previ- 
ous years, the only barometer of values being 
the size of stock on hand. It is generally 
known what the demand will be as certain 
manufacturing interests must have their usu- 
al supply of oil, and holders seem justified in 
quoting firm prices. The indications are of an 
upward tendency, but the position of the mar- 
ket will probably remain unchanged until the 
nature of the demand warrants better figures. 
Prime crude oil is held at 43c, prime summer 
yellow at 4ic, and summer white at 48e. The 
latter is still being taken by foreign buyers 
to a liberal extent, and we heard of 50 bbls off- 
color crude being sold at 43c for export. Soap 
stock is quoted at 14@l%c, with sales of 250 
bbis at the first-named figure.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is held at 5'4c, but it is 


intimated that 5igc has been accepted for a 
storef lot. The market is not weaker, but 
special customers sometimes succeed in 
having regular prices shaded. Only a 
light jobbing movement is reported. Cochin 
oil is not so firm and quoted in a large way at 
6@6lgc, while in a jobbing way 6c is realized. 

Olive oil is offering at 68¢ for Italian brands, 
with little doing. Spanish oil has no inquiry 
and is nominal in price. Soap stock is firmly 
held at 5'4c, but only a small movement is 
reported, 


Animal and Fish Oils. 

The lard oil market is weak and the cause is 
attributed to an over-stock. Pressers are try- 
ing to realize 61@62c, and some brands com- 
mand these figures ina jobbing way, but 60c 
is nearer the actual market value. Business 
isreported at 60c for prime oil of present 
make, but sellers are discouraging bids under 
that. 


Saponified and elaine red oils are unchanged 
in price, and the movement continues light. 


Sperm and whale oils have a nominal value 
at New Bedford, although holders are quoting 
former prices. Buyers have not manifested 
any interest lately, and as a consequence, the 
stock on hand remains the same, with the ex- 
ception of 584 bbls of sperm oil, which arrived 
since last writing. 

Whalebone holders are enjoying a very favor- 
able season,so far as stability of the market 
and frequent sales are concerned. The demand 
is considered good for this season of the year. 
The last sales were 7,000 lbs Arctic at $2.50, and 
2,000 Ibs Japan on private terms, for export.

Menhaden oil has been allowed to rest un- 


disturbed for a week or more. Itis said that 
the four factories in operation have found 


the catch of fish very small, but when 
the balance of steamers in the men- 
haden fleet start out on July 5, they will 


doubtless be rewarded with liberal results, 
as the fish have had an opportunity to ac- 
cumulate. The enemies of the industry having 
been silenced by their cause being ignored in 
Washington, will hardly manifest any opposi- 
tion this year, and the fishermen expect an 
unusually prosperous season, as everything 
seems to be in their favor, including an im- 
portant reduction in the fleet of steamers, as 
mentioned in a previous issue, The value of 
oil is entirely nominal as no offerings have 
been made and buyers are keeping in the back 
ground. Prime northern crude is worth some- 
where about 24@25c and southern oil about 2c. 


Mineral Oils. 


Trading in mineral lubricating oils is quict 
except in paraffine oils and filtered stocks, 
which are reported to be moving in a large 
way. Black summer oll is generally quoted at 
6léc, but this figure isshaded. Quality of the 
latter is not held up as an argument so much 
asin former years, for the reason that a bet- 
ter grade has supplanted the inferior makes 
which always prevented a steady mar- 
ket. There is more uniformity in quality 
and price, and buyers know what they 
are getting. There has been some talk of par- 
affine oils made from Lima crude being on the 
market, but the new grade has not been seen. 
Prices throughout the market remain on a 
steady basis, and if any concessions are grant- 
ed special patrons receive the benefit. 


Oil Cake. 


It is claamed that the entire stock of Wes- 
tern oil cake on spot, will not amount to more 
than 600 tons, and holders are asking $23 00 per 
ton without buyers. The market is character- 
ized by the usual listless feeling. 


Wax, Lard, Tallow Etc. 


Crude paraffine wax is unchanged in any par- 
ticular. Supplies are accumulating, but prices 
are not influenced thereby, and 444@43{c con- 
tinues the range asked by manufacturers for 
126@128 melting point. Jobbers are realizing a 
slight advance over these figures. The market 
for refined wax is inactive but steady at pre- 
vious quotations. 

Lard bas been on a weak basis, but the ftiuc- 
tuations since last writing were unimportant. 
Cash lard is quoted at 8 42%}¢c asked and 8 37}¢c

Naval Stores. 

Accumulating stocks, coupled with the in- 
difference of buyers, caused a break in the 
market for spirits of turpentine shortly after 
our last, resulting in a decline to 3534c. This 
failed to stimulate the demand to any extent 
and as arrivals continued to add to the sup- 
ply, holders gave way another 4c and the 
market closed quiet at 35i¢c, though possibly 
3514c would have been accepted. Very little 
business has been done since our last, as the 
June export contracts have been filled and 
the home consumption is light. There is little 
prospect of improvement during the coming 
week unless the demand should increase mate- 
rially.

Manufacture of Oleo Oil. 


For the first grade, the caul fat, or, as it is 
sometimes called, “slaughter or long fat,” is 
used. This is trimmed in the room where the 
slaughtering is done, and sent through holes 
in the floor to a room below, where it is re- 
ceived in tanks filled with water which has 
had the chill removed (about 80° F., 27° C.). 
Here it is left for a while and then transferred 
to tanks containing ice water. This gradua) 
cooling seems to be a necessity, since, if 
plunged at once into ice water, the outside is 
suddenly chilled, and the animal heat remain- 
ing in the center of the mass sours the whole. 
This fat, when cool, is passed through hashers, 
and run into steam jacket kettles and thor- 
oughly melted, being stirred continually. The 
temperature in this process is about 140° F, 
(60° C.), or lower, although it may be as high 
as 165° (74° C.). The time necessary to com- 
pletely melt the mass is about three hours. 
The scrap is now allowed to settle, and the 
clear oil is drawn off by a pipe which 
drains. from the top only. This oil 
is again allowed to stand from six to 
twelve hours, as may be necessary, that the 
water and remaining pieces of fire may settle, 
and this sediment is withdrawn through pipes 
in the bottom. 


The process of extracting and clarifying is 
now completed, and it remains only to sepa- 
rate the stearine, which is the part of the fat 
not used in the oleomargarine. Up to this 
time the temperature has not been allowed to 
fall, but the fat has been kept in a melted 
state. The cooling or “seeding” takes about 
three days, and for this it is placed in large 
receivers and kept at a temperature of about 
80° F. (27° C.), until the stearine has gathered. 
This begins*by the formation of very small 
particles, which afterwards collect in the cen- 
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ter of the mass, and grow like a sponge. When 
ready for pressing it is a semi-solid mass, some- 
what coarsely granular in appearance. Small 
quantities are packed in cloths of heavy duck- 
ing and laid between plates, about twelve in 
each section, and subjected to a very heavy 
pressure. The press room is kept warm, but 
at a temperature below that of the seeding 


room. The oil thus expressed con- 
stitutes oleo oil, and is a mixture of 
oleine and palmitine, while that left 
in the cloths is in white, hard cakes, one- 
fourth to one-half inch in thickness, and con- 


sists of pure, or nearly pure, stearine. The 
oleo oil, as it comes from the press, is a clear, 
amber colored fluid, free from odor or fatty 
taste. This is packed in tierces, and, when 
opened at ordinary temperature, is a light 
yellow solid. 

For the other grade of oil the suet fat is 
used. This is carefully sorted and trimmed, 
no part being used unless it is perfectly 
sweet. This then passes through the same 
process as is described above. 


Variations in this process are found with the 
manufacturers, with reference to detail, but 
in its essential steps it is the same. 


The advantage of having the place of manu- 
facture near the slaughtering house is an evi- 
dent one, allowing no opportunity for the fats 
to become sour by waiting for transportation, 
although with care this can be reduced toa 
minimum, 


The temperature used by different makers in 
rendering the fat, is subject to some varia- 
tions, but these apply rather to the extremes 
which are considered safe, than to the actual 
heat used. Some do not allow a heat greater 
than 140° F. (60° C.), and practically use one 
much less; by others 160° F. (71° C.) is consid- 
ered safe. However, the aim is to avoid high 
temperatures. In this particular there is a 
departure from the original method of Mege 
Mouries, who specified that the temperature 
should not be carried above 125° F. (&°C.), 
claiming that in so doing one incurred the risk 
of the disagreeable greasy taste in the pro- 
duct, which it is very essential to avoid. The 
temperature of the seeding room is not one of 
uniformity, but ranges between 80° and 95° F. 
27° and 35° C.).—Report of the Mass. Board of 
Health. 
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An Unusual Number of Whales. 


The New York branch of the Hydrographic 
Office of the United States Navy has received 
reports during June from some twenty ship 
captains who sighted whales in the waters near 
the coast from the Grand Banks to Cape Hat- 
teras. Captain Owens, of the steamship Iowa, 
saw eight large whales on June 4, in north lat- 
itude 42, west longitude 61. A great numbcr 
of large whales were seen by captain Fox, of 
the steamship Istrian, on June 7. Others re- 
port schools of large sperm whales moving in 
various directions. The object of this record 
is to study the movements of whales and oth- 
er sea fishes. It has been ascertained that the 
temperature of the water has an important 
influence upon their movements, and an es- 
pecial study will be made with respect to 
mackerel, in the hope of ascertaining data 
that will solve the question why they are so 
abundant one season and so scarce the next.

Magnesia Cement. 


The Engineer says: Attention is being di- 
rected to the use of magnesia asa cement. The 
need of finding some use for the refuse mag- 
nesia salts arising as by-products in the manu- 
facture of potash at Stassfurt has caused the 
subject again to attract attention. The ques- 
tion is of all the more importance in that the 
other compounds, the chlorides combined with 
the magnesia at Stassfurt, are valuable for the 
production of bleaching powder and hydro- 
chloric acid. When Sorel pointed out, in 1867, 
that a cement could be produced by mixing 
chloride of magnesium and magnesia, it was 
hoped that good results would ensue. The 
composition of this cement was based upon 
much the same principle as the white stopping 
used by dentists, made of zinc oxide and chlo«- 
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Compounds.

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ride of zinc. This cement of Sorel, in spite of 
many attempts to use it, proved a failure in 
consequence of a tendency, often noticed also 
in calcareous cements,to swell and blow,owing 
to deferred hydration. Dr. Grundmann, of 
Hirschberg, has recently invented a new meth- 
od of treating the magnesia, for whereas for- 
merly the material was merly calcined and 
made up with water, he now carefully slakes 
the calcined magnesia, and subsequently ex- 
poses the compound or casting to the action of 
carbonic acid gas, much in the same way that 
builders have been in the habit of drying and 
hardening plastered rooms by confining the 
air and burning coke in them so as to liberate 
carbonic acid gas. The natural carbonate of 
magnesia, known as magnesite, is a mineral of 
great hardness and density, and the similar 
substance obtained by the above treatment 
resembles magnesite in its hardness and in its 
capacity for taking a good polish. Grund- 
mann also employs the magnesia as a cement- 
ing agent for various materials, for instance, 
by the use of marble dust an artificial dolomite 
is obtained. The magnesia can also be im- 
proved by adding to it soluble silicates of the 
nature of water glass, and it can be used asa 
stucco for building purposes.

The general direction of the road from 
Maracaibo to Irragori is from east to west, 
with a very slight northerly inclination, the 
distance being about 80 kilometers. The road 
is almost level, with a barely perceptible de- 
cline from the Sierra to the lake. A cart-road 
could be easily constructed, and should a rail- 
way be projected there would be close at hand 
the best class of wood for that purpose. 


At the beginning of the exploration of the 
district situated between the Sierra de Tule 
and the river of the same name attention was 
drawn to the numerous croppings Of asphalt 
noticed at the foot of the Sierra de Guasdual. 
These croppings begin above Matuzalen and 
follow parallel to the Sierra, on its eastern 
side, as far as its extremity. All these de- 
posits of asphalt are found in various stages 
of condensation, none, however, having the 
solidity of those of San Timoteo and the 
swamp Of Mene on the east coast of the lake. 
The deposit of Matuzalen is the principal, hav- 
ing 60 meters of length and from 10 to 15 of 
breadth, and the force with which it spouts 
up raises it more than half a meter above the 
level of the ground. Atadistance of 30 kilo- 
mcters east of Irragari, near the road leadiug 
to Maracaibo, and on an estate called Mata- 
palo, is found a large asphalt deposit of an 
area of about 6,000 square meters. 

PETROLEUM DEPOSITS. 

That part of the department Colon, situated 
between the rivers Santa Anna, Zulia, and the 
Sierra of the Colombian frontier, is very rich 


that, as a duty of $3) per ton remains, an 
amount altogether sufficient, under all prob- 
able market conditions, to do the work 
designed by that of a duty of two cents 
per pound? The deduction so hastily ad- 
ventured by our friends of the Mining Indus- 
try that, because of a decrease of $10 per ton 
in the duty upon imported lead, the lead pro- 
duct of the Morning Star and other Leadville 
properties would also be reduced $10 per ton 
in theirhome market value, is a deduction 
from an altogether irrelevant premise, as 
ought to go without saying, were it not that 
no error which has had a mcther will ever die 
for want of a nurse. Therefore, we shall say 
that if there should be any fall in the price of 
American lead, including the product of the 
Morning Star and of the Henrietta and the 
Maid of Erin, it will not, cannot, be logically 
ascribed to the reduction of the duty upon 
foreign pig lead of from $40 per ton to $30, 
unless it can be shown that the American pro- 
duct has been displaced by European or other 
foreign lead in our home market offered and 
sold at lower figures than those which might 
be rationally expected were the American 
market as comparatively bare of foreign lead 
as now, and the market affected, as now, only 
by the supply almost exclusively, of the pro- 
duct of American smelters. At present, cer- 
tainly, the market price here is not affected 
by the English price of lead plus the duty, for 
in that case it would sell at least at 5% cents 
per pound—throwing out of consideration all 
other cost of importation of the foreign 
article,

Petroleum and Asphalt Deposits in| ‘The information which we have regarding 
Venezuela. this extensive and interesting section, which 


is an uninhabited forest,is derived chiefly from 
the reports of the researches for balsam copai- 
ba, which abounds in this region, although the 
following data are taken from the personal 
observations of an American gentleman who 
made a special exploration. Near the Rio de 
Oro, and at the foot of the Sierra, there isa 
very curious phenomenon,consisting of a hori- 
zontal cave, which constantly ejects, in the 
form of large globules,a thick bitumen. These 
globules explode at the mouth of the cave 
with a noise sufficient to be heard at a consid- 
erable distance, and the bitumen, forming a 
slow current, falls finally into a large deposit 
of the same substance near the river bank. 

The territories bounded by the rivers Zulia, 
Catatumbo, and Cordillera is rich in deposits 
and flows of asphalt and petroleum, especially 
teward the south, where the latter is very 
abundant. At a distance of little more than 
7 kilometers from the confluence of the revers 
Tara and Sardinete there isa mound of sand of 
from 25 to 30 feet in height, with an area of 
about 8,000 square feet. On this surface are a 
multitude of cylindrical holes of different siz- 
es which eject with violence streams of petro- 
leum and hot water, causing a noise equal to 
that produced by two or three steamers blow- 
ing off simultaneously. For a long distance 
from the site of this phenomenon the ground 
is covered or impregnated with petroleum. 
The few explorers for balsam copaiba, who 
have visited this place, call it the infernito 
(little hell). 


Among other items it is stated that from one 
only of these streams of petroleum was filled 
in one minute a receptacle of the capacity of 
4 gallons, which for one hour would be 240 
gallons, or 5,760 gallons in twenty-four hours; 
and even supposing this calculation to be 
somewhat exaggerated, the fact remains that 
such a considerable number of petroleum jets 
in constant active operation must produce 
daily an enormous quantity. This petroleum 
is of excellent quality, with a density of eigh- 
ty-three degrees, which is a sufficient grade 
for foreign markets.

Ever since the early Spanish explorations 
the existence in this section of asphalt has 
been recognized, and that of coal suspected, 
but it was not until after the erection of 
Venezuela into an independent republic that 
these deposits began to attract attention. 

In the year 1834 the Indians of the Goajira 
were making incursions into civilized terri- 
tory, near the river Tocuy, and during one of 
these raids various cattle owners from the 
town of Mojan, with a detachment of men, 
mounted and armed, began an exploration of 
the forests waich extend from the westward 
of that village as far as the foot of the moun- 
tains. Their object was to search for cattle 
which had been stolen by the Indians, and in 
the course of their investigations they en- 
countered a phenomenon previously un- 
known to anyone. In the side of one of the 
banks of a gully was an aperture, resembling 
a large cave, which shot forth, without inter- 
mission, smoke, flames, and burning cinders. 
The exploration here terminated, and on the 
return of the party its members gave their 
versions of the circumstances of the discoy- 
ery of what they termed a volcano. 


The Government did not then occupy itself 
with the investigation of the position and 
character of this phenomenon, nor were there 
any individuals willing to undertake sucha 
difficult exploration through large, uninhab- 
ited forests, intersected in all directions by 
deep gorges. The belief in the existence of a 
volcano became, however, universal, and fif- 
teen years after the first discovery various 
residents of Mojan stated that for several 
days following the earthquake of May 3, 1849, 
there was seen in the direction of the moun- 
tains of Perija a great cloud of smoke during 
the day and at night a splendid brilliancy. 
Neither at this time did the Government take 
any measures to ascertain the facts, and the 
public in general did not much occupy itself 
with the phenomenon, following, as it did, in

the wake of a public calamity. 


Later, however, after repeated efforts on 
the part of various individuals, the Govern- 


ment was induced to appropriate a small 
amount for purposes of exploration. 
the Sierra of Perija, in the part nearest the 


lake to the west of Maracaibo, stretch ina 


NNE. direction the hills called the Sierra de 
Tule, whose elevation is not very considerable, 
and with an extension of about 50 kilograms. 
To the west of these hills run the river Tocuy, 
and on its east side are the headwaters of the 
rivers Tule and Riocito. The Tule, which is 
the larger, begins its easterly course at the 
northerly part of a cordon of low hills, known 
as the Sierrita de los Guineos. It follows in 
this direction until below Guasdual, 15 kilo- 
meters from the Sierra de Tule, and then 
turns to the NE. for 30 kilometers, passing 
Irragori and arriving at the swamps of Tule, 
where it deposits a portion of its water. From 
this swamp its course is to the north for more 
than 30 kilometers, and it then empties into 
the river Tocuy at the distance of 1 league 
from Cano Negro. 


The river Riocito, commencing about 15 
kilometers from the Tule, follows approxi- 
mately the same course as the latter until its 
junction with the Tocuy. 

Neither the Sierra de Tule nor these two 
rivers are found on the map of the state con- 
structed by Codazzi, previous to 1830, nor in 

ther maps made subsequently, all of which, 
however, have for a basis the work of Codazzi. 
Beside the range known as the Sierrita de los 
Guineos there are two others of slight eleva- 
tion and somewhat distant one from another,

Considering the immense amount of intlam- 
mable gases which must be given out by the 
flows and deposits of petroleum described 
above, it may be easily believed that this has a 
direct bearing upon the phenomenon known 
since the conquest as the “Faro” of Maracaibo. 
This consists of constant lightning, without 
explosion, which may be observed toward the 
southward from the bar, at the entrance to 
the lake, and which Codazzi, inhis geography, 
explains as being caused by the vapors arising 
from the hot-water swamps situated about 1 
league to the eastward of the mouth of the 
Escalante River, at the southern extremity of 
the lake. 

In the department Sucre, at the foot of the 
mountains, are found various croppings of 
asphalt and coal. Near the mountains, and not 
far from the river Torondoy, there are vari- 
ous flows of a substance which appears to be 
distinct from either asphalt or petroleum, It 
is a liquid, of a black color, with little density, 
and strongly impregnated with carbonic acid, 
and its apparent identity with a substance 
met with in the United States among the 
great anthracite deposits, leads to the belief 
that there also may be discovered formations 
of that valuable mineral. 

The foregoing data have been collected to 
call attention to the possibllitihs of successful 
investment of capital, AsI have already re- 
ported to the Department, with detailed ex- 
planations, British capitalists have captured a 
flourishing petroleum industry, situated in the 
first mountain range south of the lake. 

The state of Zulia, in which are situated all 
the deposits of coal, asphalt and petroleum

monopolistic concession; but this can not last 
forever, and it remains to be seen whether 
American enterprise and capital will eventu- 
ally take in hand the development of what 
should be a most profitable industry, or wheth- 
er, as is usually the case in South America, 
Europeans will reap the fruits of information 
furnished, perhaps, primarily, by the represen 
tatives of the United States. There are many 
other natural advantages in Venezuela which 
could be developed without excessive ex- 
pense, and with an almost absolute certainty 
of most profitable results. 


The Government is disposed to extend every 
reasonable encouragement and protection 
and to-day various European corporrtions are 
drawing large incomes from the capital which 
they had the courage to invest in this coun- 
try.

Difficulties and Responsibilities of the 
Drug Trade. 


In these days, when the adulteration of food 
and drugs is attracting so large a proportion 
of popular attention, those who are engaged 
in the wholesale business of pharmaceutical 
chemists are compelled to keep an ever watch- 
ful eye upon the various drugs and chemicals 
which they take into stock, in order to proteet 
themselves and their customers from the 
heavy hand of the law. This is the more nec- 
essary on account of the fact that so few 
retail pharmacists are in the constant habit of 
applying a regular system of chemical tests to 
the substances frequently sold; indeed, the 
quantities they require are in very many cases 
so small as to render such a system impossible. 


Experience proves that there isin the mar- 
keta iarge quantity of drugs unfit for use, 
either from abulteration or from natural im- 
purities, and also chemicals and preparations 
which from careless mrnufacture should be 
rejected.These find a sale somewhere in which 
direction we have no need to speculate. 


This occurs not only in the case of such well 
known instances as olive, nut, and other oils, 
strong mineral acids, tartaric and citric acids, 
glycerine, etc., etc., but also in numerous 
drugs and chemicals used almost exclusively in 
dispensing; in illustration of which we may 
cite the following from our recent experi- 
eenc:— : 

Of sixteen samples of podophyllin five were 
largely adulterated with mineral matter, in 
most cases consisting chiefly of sodium sul- 
phote. The amount of ash left upon ignition 
was:—35'7, 6°8, 266, 36°1, 1°8, 0°58, 1°65, 0°62, 0°49, 
0°4, 0°19, 0°26, 0°49, 16°2, 34°8 and 0°61 per cent. 

Of fourteen samples of euonymin, eleven 
were similarly adulterated, calcium phosphate 
being also present in nearly every case. The 
amount of ash found was: 42°0, 29°3, 42°0, 49°0, 
49°7, 13°5, 47°0, 50°0, 13°5, 42°0, 43°0, 53°0, 13°7 and 
52°0 per cent. 

A sample of asafcetida yielded 44°8 per cent 
of ash, the B. P. requiring not more than 10 
per cent. 

Of three samples of lupulin one exceeded 
the pharmacopeial maximum of 15 per cent 
of ash. The quantities were: 12°2, 23°3 and 146 
per cent. 

A sample of chremic acid was found to con- 
tain over 10 per cent of sulphuric acid. 

Of three samples of red gum only one was 
soluble in water; the others contained re- 
spectively 69°25 and 763 per cent of insoluble 
matter. 


Of eleven samples of reduced iron four con- 
tained less than the minimum quantity, 50 per 
cent, while only two exceeded 60 per cent of 
metallic iron. The four samples also con- 
tained considerable quantities of siliceous 
matter. The last sample shows how pure this 
substance may be obtained commercially, 


Real iron: 53°9, 54°2, 52°0, 36°0, 64°0, 57°7, 46°0, 
57°7, 39°1, 33°1 and 81°8 per cent. 

These substances, indeed, are not articles of 
common sale, therefore, however desirable it 
may be to secure purity, it is not probable 
that any prosecution would be likely to arise 
frow their use. 1n some other Cases, however, 
the probability is very great; as an instance we 
would call attention to cream of tartar. In 
the British Pharmacopceia of 1885 the standard 
was reduced from absolute purity to 92°16 per 
cent. of real bitartrate of potassium, calcu- 
lated after drying, and tested by the method 
of ignition and susequent titration of the car- 
bonate of potassium formed. This method is 
one which gives fairly concordant results, but 
requires the greatest care in the regulation 
of the temperature. If the heat applied be 
too sudden, or at any part of the operation 
too strong, a loss of the potassium salt occurs; 
on the other hand, if not completely ignited 
the whole of the tartrate is not converted into 
carbonate, carbon, etc., and the result is also 
too low. 

Even with this reduced standard we have, 
hovever, found great difficulty in obtaining 
an article to comply with the test, as is illus- 
trated by the following list of results:

From these figures it will be seen that of a 
total of sixty samples seventeen were found 
to answer the requirements of the British 
pharmacopeia, but we have found that al- 
most without exception a sample taken after 
grinding the bulk gives a far lower result than 
asample taken from the top of a cask as is 
done when sampled by the broker. In illus- 
tration of this we append figures showing the 
amount of real bitartrate contained in various 
samples sent by brokers, side by side with the 
amount in samples taking with a sampling 
iron from the corresponding cask, and in some 
cases after grinding the whole bulk (see table 
II.) 

We have thusshown that of the seventeen 
samples which, when examined, answered the 
requirements of the British Pharmacopeia, 
twelve were purchased, but out of these 
twelve casks only three reached, when pow- 
dered, the official standard. This would ap- 
pear to show that either the B. P. standard 
is too high, and should be not more than 
88 per cent., or that the best quality of cream 
of tartar sent into the London market has 
been carelessly manufactured, whether the 
fault is due to the one or the other, it places 
both wholesale and retail traders in a very 
serious difficulty under the Food and Drugs 
Act.

The practical result of our investigations is, 
so far as cream of tartar is concerned, that in 
order to secure a single half-ton cask of the 
required standard of purity a considerable 
number of analyses of samples has to be made, 
and notwithstanding this precaution, occa- 
sional casks have to be returned, and in re- 
gard to other substances less frequently used 
it is necessary to submit all sampies to a care- 
ful examination before passing into stock.—

Calming the Sea with Oil. 

Admiral Cloue, who, as well known, has oc- 
cupied himself with the question of calming 
waves with oil, has recently published upon 
this subject a most interesting study in which 
he has reproduced and rendered complete the 
curious observations already presented by 
him in a communication to the Academy of 
Sciences. The author in the first place recalls 
all the historic notices left by writers or trans- 
mitted by tradition among certain maritime 
populations, showing that the effect of pour- 
ing oil on water was well known to the an- 
cients, but has been neglected in modern 
times through a forgetfulness that it is diffi- 
cult to explain. We shall not dwell on these 
citations; but, as the manner of spreading oil 
on the sea presents a great importance from a 
practical point of view, we shall give by 
preference a few details as to the arrange- 
ments that have already been tried to this ef- 
fect. 

For sea-going vessels, says the admiral, it 
seems up to the present that it is in sailing be- 
fore the wind or standing ahull that the action 
of the oil is most certain. We have, adds he, 
seventy-four examples of ships sailing wind 
astern and seventy-two ships ahall that have 
succeeded in protecting themselves from the 
lashing of the sea with a minimum output 
considering the importance of the result ob- 
tained, say with an average of less than six 
quarts per hour. 

Several ships, moreover, have been enabled 
to use the oil effectively with the waves and 
wind coming from the quarter, and two are 
even mentioned that have been able to con- 
tinue their course with the wind and a rough 
sea athwart. 

The most difficult case is that of a ship 
sailing head to the waves, and despite the as- 
tonishing rapidity with which the oil spreads 
over the sea, it seems that no success has been 
obtained in calming the breakers by this 
means, since the of] has not had time to get 
ahead of theship under way. The sole excep- 
tion that the admiral is able to cite is that of 
the English steamer Concordia, which appears 
to have effectively employed oil for running 
ten knots against a heavy sea—an example to 
which was later added that of the German 
packet Main; but these are isolated, excep- 
Yonal cases, s0 to speak, and there are inter- 
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esting experiments to be made from this point 
of view, in order to assure a practical distribu ~ 
tion of oil around a ship sailing head to the 
waves. 

The reservoir most generally used for 
spreading the oil is a strong canvas bag of 
about five gallons capacity. This is filled with 
oakum saturated with oil, its mouth is tightly 
closed and several holes are made in the side 
with a sail needle. When the wind is astern, 
one of these bags is often allowed to trail from 
each angle of the stern, or from a pointa little 
further forward. Certain captains, however, 
says Admiral Cloue, prefer to attach the bags 
to the catheads. The bow of the ship, in 
plunging and repelling the sea, thus spreads 
the oil and widens the path where the breakers 
are suppressed. This arrangement appears to 
be very efficacious. 


The bags used have various forms. They are 
generally cylindrical, with a basal diameter of 
eight inches for a length of twenty, but they 
are sometimes more elongated or have the 
form of a double cone, which facilitates the 
towage. In principle, it is well to endeavor to 
obtain a feeble but continuous and regular 
flow, owing to which the sheet of oil extends 
toadistance better than by an abundant and 
too sudden a flow. In addition to bags, it is 
possible to employ other and less primitive 
arrangements for spreading the oil, especially 
a piston apparatus. This latter has the advan- 
tage of operating solely through the pitching 
motion of the vessel. Its operation is certain, 
but it is somewhat delicate and pischarges a 
little too much oil. 


Mr. Townsend, who has recently made an in- 
teresting communication on this subject to 
the Franklin Institute of Philadelphia, pro- 
poses the use of a hollow metallic sphere, ten 
inches in diameter, partially full of oil, to be 
thrown into the sea witha rope. This sphere 
would be steadied by a compartment in the in- 
terior. The oil chamber would be provided 
with two valves, one beneath for the admission 
of water and the other above for the outtlow 
of the oil, which the water would gradually re- 
place. These valves would permit of regu- 
lating the flow in advance, at the moment of 
throwing the sphere overboard. 


In order to be thoroughly efficient, the ap- 
paratus must be capable of being placed at a 
certain distance off on the sea, and be 80 ar- 
ranged that the outflow canbe regulated for 
running with side or rear winds, especially if, 
as is usually the case, the ship has not a 
rounded bow. At present, a continuous layer 
of a certain width is thus spread around the 
ship, and the latter evolutes in it freely, but it 
is necessary, in addition, to have the possibil- 
ity of regulating the outtiow as need be. Un- 
fortunately, the problem is far from being 
solved; but, adhering to the use of bags, the 
outflow from which cannot be regulated, Ad- 
miral Cloue thinks that it would be very ad- 
vantageous to fix these upon floats that 
might after a manner, be directed at will 
and sent to some distance from the ship. 
The float employed, which receives the bag in 
the center, is 8 feet in length, and is provided 
with a rope girdle, to which is attached a tow 


line, passing through a pulley fixed to a 
boom firmly attached to the cathead. The tow 
line comes on board by passing the bow- 
sprit. If such a float be put into the sea, it 
will, through the very speed of the ship, grad- 
ually come to a position in which it will efti- 
ciently protect the front by furnishing a layer 
of oil extending all along the vessel. An anal- 
ogous arrangement may be very advanta- 
geously applied to life-boats. These latter 
should be so arranged as to receive the bags 
either at the bow or stern, or at the sides, sus- 
pended from the extremity of a spar if need 
be. 
In some British ports, especially at Peter- 
head, Aberdeen and Folkestone, different ex- 
periments have been made, with the object of 
rendering the entrance practicable in bad 
weather. Here, too, oil has been found an 
efficient agent for arresting the waves, but 
the method first proposed for distributing it 
over the surface was deemed too costly, and it 
was abandoned in favor of canvas bags at- 
tached to buoys. At Peterhead, a particularly 
exposed port on the coast of Scotland, a pipe 
whose extremity contained numerous small 
apertures was sunk in the port and extended 
as far as to the bar atthe entrance. Oil was 
forced into this by means of a pump, and, 
rising to the surface, calmed the waves, so 
that vessels could enter the port without acci- 
dent. The output-of oil amounted to 350 gal- 
lons, and the result was most remarkable, for 
the stratum of oil lasted for a long time and 
formed on the surface. a covering that the 
wind merely stirred without breaking. 


The use of oil, then, would absolutely pre- 
vent the occurrence of high waves in the in- 
terior of ports, and it would be interesting if 
an appropriate, but less costly, arrangement 
could be devised, to which recourse could be 
had in case of necessity. To this effect Admi- 
ral Cloue proposes the following arrangement 
as one that can be very easily carried out: 

A cast iron hemisphere, weighing one or two 
thousand pounds, would be placed in front of 
the jetties on the shallows that aré covered 
with breakers in bad weather. A pulley re- 
ceives a chain, the extremities of which reach 
the front of the mole, and which serves for 
maneuvering the oil bag. This latter is fixed 
to a buoy, which is attached to'the chain.—La 
Nature pers

TUESDAY EVENING, July 3, 1888. 

The turn of the month has brought with it 
little or no improvement in the drug market. 
Transactions are conducted solely in accord- 
ance with the present requirements of con- 
sumption, and though the distribution of 
goods is fair for this season of the year, buyers 
show no desire to accumulate supplies of any 
kind. Under other conditions the low prices 
ruling for opium and quinine would prove a 
temptation to speculators, but at present 
these staples, like others, attract only passing 
attention. Changes in prices are few and un- 
important as a rule, the following lists show- 
ing all the alterations that are worthy of con- 
sideration :

Opium. 

The opium market has been without anima- 
tion throughout the week. The low prices do 
not attract speculative buyers, and consumers 
take no more than they have actual use for. 
Single cases are quoted at $267\4%4@270, and 
though there is considerable talk of $2 6j 
we have heard of no actual sales of 
druggist quality at that figure as yet. 
Reports regarding the coming crop appear 
to be colored by the desires of those furnish- 
ing the information, and it is difficult to judge 
of the probable yield from such accounts as 
we have heard. Estimates vary from 7,000 to 
10,000 baskets, but as it is still rather early in 
the season these estimates count for little. It 
is believed that those who take the most san- 
guine view of crop prospects are inclined to 
overestimate the prevailing conditions. When 
it is reflected that there are many buyers in 
Smyrna, who are out of stock, and who want 
to buy, it is reasonable to conclude that they 
will direct their best efforts toward de- 
pressing the market. There are no definite 
quotations but there is a good deal of talk 
of a large crop. The small quantities that 
have come into the Smyrna market so far are 
said to be black and watery and generally of 
very poor quality. If this is an indication of 
what the crop will be its size will have very lit- 
tle effect upon the future prices for good 
opium. 

Quinine. 


The quinine market has been gradually set- 
tling of its own weight. Stock was offered 
quite freely at 31@32c throughout the week 
but buyers were unresponsive and no sales of 
consequence resulted. This afternoon there 
was a little more firmness manifested and 
offers at 3le were withdrawn by some 
sellers who fixed their lowest limit at 
3l%c. This display of increased confidence 
could only have been occasioned by the slight 
improvement at the bark auction in London, 
to-day, for,so far as we could learn, the de- 
mand had not quickened up to the close. The 
jobbing demand appears to have been quite 
brisk of late with some sellers, but others re- 
port only occasional inquiry for small lots. 
Atthe London sales to-day 2,100 bales of the 
quantity offered were sold at previous to 
slightly better prices, the bulk of the bark 
being as usual the Ceylon product. 

The receipts of quinine for the week have 
been 44,700 ozs entered at the Custom House.

Alcohol is unchanged. There is a fair job- 
bing demand for grain at the former range of 
$? 2@2 2%, but wood is neglected and some- 
what nominal. 

Borax is receiving more attention, though 
purchases are confined to current require- 
ments. The market maintains a firm tone,the 
quotations remaining 8144@8'<c for city refined, 
$}4@8}4 for California refined, and 75@7% for 
concentrated. 

Benzoic acid is reported to be lower in 
London, but here the market is steady and un- 
changed at 13@l4c in large lots. 

Citric acid receives only a moderate share of 
attention. It costs 49!¢c to land English here, 
and holders are not disposed to accept less than 
50c, though offering quite freely, Domestic is 
in the same position as last noted. 

Canabis indica remains firm but is quiet. We 
quote prime at 12, but there are cheaper 
grades‘on the market. 

Codliver oil is reported higher in Norway 
but, although a firmer feeling has developed 
here, there has been no quotable change in 
values. The demand from consumers is limit- 
ed as yet, but there is some inquiry for specu- 
lative account, The range quoted is $22@$28 
per barrel according to seller and quantity. 
Newfoundland is still 4011 and nominal, 

Colocynth apples remain firm, but are not in 
demand. We quote selected Trieste at 55c and 
Spanish at 2434@28c as to quality. 

Ergot is dull and negleeted; Prices favor 
the buyer, though there has béen no quotable 
change within the week, We quote, nomi;

Balsams. 

Accumulating stocks of balsam copabia have 
caused an easy feeling. There is only a limited 
jobbing demand and prices are somewhat nom- 
inal at 47@49c for Central American, 50@52}¢c 
for Para and Maranham and 60c for Angostu- 
ra. Balsam fir and balsam Peru are very quiet 
and prices for both are wholly nominal. For 
balsam tolu there is a moderate jobbing de- 
mand which is supplied at the old quotations. 


Berries. 

Cubeb berries are in small stock and this 
being closely controlled the tone of the market 
is firm. There is not much doing, however. 
Juniper berries are in moderate request at 
5@5l<c for the best grades. 

Essential Oils. 

The market for essential oils is rather 
quict, but the general tone is one of 
steadiness and we find few changes 
to record. Clove oil is offered at a range 
of $1 30@1 45 as to brand and quality, but at- 
tracts little attention. Citronella oil is quite 
active and we get sales of 15,000 hs native 
within the range. Peppermint oil is tending 
upward. Tin oil is held firmly at $225 for 
Wayne county, but this is above buyers’ views 
and there is little selling. There have been 
further inquiries for case oil for export and 
home account and sales of 80 cases have been 
made at $2 75@2 85, the bulk being for export 
at the inside figure. Suppliesare very light 
both here and in the country and holders have 
advanced their views to $3, holding very firm- 
ly to that price. Sassafras oil continues in de- 
mand and arrivals are readily absorbed. We 
note sales of 1,500 Ibs on private terms. The 
quoted range is 46@49c. Wintergreen remains 
quiet and unchanged, 

Flowers. 

There is not much to report regarding this 
market. Bnsiness generally is light and prices 
more or less nominal. There is some demand 
for new German chamomiles, but owing to the 
limited offerings there is little business doing. 
The quotations are 28@0c. 

Cums. 

There has been no improvement in this 
market since our last. Buyers supply their 
wants as they occur and prices remain about 
as formerly. Camphor is still unsettled in con- 
sequence of outside offerings but the price has 
not quotably changed. Senegals have not 
changed here but advices from Bordeaux re- 
port a further advance of 25 francs for Bas de 
Fleuve owing to the light receipts and further 
confirmation of the report of a very short crop. 


Herbs and Leaves. 

We find novhing new in this market, trading 
being of a light jobbing order, with prices 
generally well sustained. 

Roots. 

Special features are rare in this department. 
The current demand for the leading descrip- 
tions is fair, but there is no disposition shown 
by buyers to anticipate their wants. No 
changes of consequence have occurred, 


Seeds. 

The only feature of interest in this market 
is the reported prospects of a very large crop 
of Bari mustard seed, which has caused lower 
prices for futures, without resulting in busi- 
ness. Of Russian hemp seed sales of 150 bags 
are reported at 23¢c.

Norwegian Cod Fisheries. 


REPORT OF U, 8. CONSUL GADE. 


The principal cod fishery, that at the Lofo- 
ten district, which is as significant for this 
country as that of Newfoundland for Amer- 
ica, commenced with its usual regularity, at 
the middle of January, under favorable aus- 
pices, andthe weather continuing calm and 
not too cold, it followed its regular course up 
tothe middle of April, terminating with a re- 
turn of 26,000,000 fish, and the allied products 
amounting to 38,000 barrels of liver, 39,000 bar- 
rels of spawn, and 16,100 barrels of oil for med- 
ical use, total value of all being $1,600,000. 
For the year 1887 the proceeds of the Lofoten 
catch were 29,700,000 fish, 38,300 barrels of liver, 
29,850 barrels of spawn, and 9,500 barrels of 
medicine oil, estimated at $1,200,000, 


From the beginning of this winter's season 
the fish proved to be larger and fatter than 
the two foregoing years, and the prices also 
by this reason went higher, varying during the 
season from 15 kroners to 19 kroners for one 
hundred fish, against 10 kroners to 12 kroners 
in 1887, although the produced quantity itself 
was smaller and the number of fishermen en- 
gaged larger, the average gross profit of each 
fisherman this winter is estimated at 180 kro- 
ners, against 163 kroners in 1887, and 225 kro- 
ners in 1886. Besides 648 smacks occupied in 
curing the fish bought by the producers, there 
were collected in Lofoten at the height of the 
fishing season 7,957 fishing boats, whereof 1,520 
using only nets, the rest the long lines or 
trimmers and hand lines, the whole manned 
with 33,700 hands. In 1887, 6,883 boats with 
28,300 men were employed. 

Besides the Lofoten cod fishery, that at the 
so-called “outer side,” comprising the much 
exposed north coasts of the districts of West- 
eraalen and Rost, is of importance, and par- 
ticularly this winter was very successful, pro- 
ducing 10,000,090 fish. Also in the southern 
fishing districts of Sondmore and Romsdalen, 
situated between this city and Drontheim, the 
catch turned out satisfactory, being reported 
at 12,000,000 fish at least, this being an increase 
of more than 9,000,000 fish against the previous 
year. Thesize of the fish was large and the 
quality better and fatter than the foregoing 
two years, and consequently produced oil and 
spawn of increased quantities. 


According to the above statements the total 
proceeds of the winter's cod fisheries, reported 
now to be finished, amount to 48,000,000 fish, 
but no doubt 50,000,000 fish can be counted 
upon for exportation, of which 45,000,000 are 
salted and cured, andthe others exported in 
the dried state. 


The still remaining cod catch, in the farthest 
northern districts, at Finmarken, from Trom- 
so around the North Cape and to the Russian 
border, the so-called capilon fishery, has al- 
ready commenced, but up to this time with a 
very bad result. A total failure in these parts 
may be anticipated.—Bergen, May 5, 1888.

Spurious Kola Nuts. 

It is stated that a large proportion of the 
kolas now imported from the African West 
Coast at Liverpool, and distributed to the trade 
from that part, are of a spurious character. 
We were shown a few days ago says 
the Chemist & Druggist, a large sample 
of dried fruits offered by a Liverpool firm un- 
der the name of kola nuts, and which are said 
not to be of the genuine character. But at 
the same time we were shown specimens of 
the fresh leaves of the allaged spurious kola, 
and these correspond in all particulars to the 
drawings of the leaves of the admittedly gen- 
uine variety. In outward appearance the dried 
lobes of the two varieties of fruit bear a very 
close resemblance; but while the true fruit 
has a yellowish-brown uneven fracture, the 
“false kolas” have a distinctly waxy:and 
smooth fracture, varying in colour from pur- 
ple to buff. Other samples of half-dried fruit 
offered as kola, which we had an opportunity 
of inspecting, show a five-lobed fruit, whereas 


the true kola has only two lobes.

Manipulating Gil of Lemon. 


The quality of oil of lemon received in the 
American market is of any and all standards, 
and the appearance of an unimpeachable 
brand in connection therewith seems to be the 
only guarantee against cheap substitution or 
downright fraud, says the Boftlers Gazette. A 
correspondent of a foreign trade journal says 
a respectable Italian paper recently had avery 
strong article on oils of lemon. Its editor was 
very trenchant in his comments upon the 
prosecutions in England for the adulteration 
of essences, but towards the tail end of his 
article confessed that frequently oil of lemon 
was badly “doctored” before it left Italy, and 
he asked that makers of it be more honest, or 
they would drive the industry away to Florida 
and California. He pointed out that the sec- 
ond quality oil (“uso daogueria”) was fre- 
quently substituted and shipped for the first 
quality (“uso profumeria’’); and wound up 
with the lamentation: “No wonder that lem- 
onade is losing popularity in England when 
such things as this (substitution) is openly and 
shamelessly done!” 

“It would seem that this shameless system of 
substitution is backed up by adulteration, and 
the vehicle most adopted by the profit grabbing 
Italians is freshly made oil of copaiba, because 
it is almost odorless, and very difficult indeed 
to detect, This falsification is carried on to 
an amazing extent, and is a perfect trap for 
the unwary. It gives me much pleasure to ex- 
pose the swindle. Another dodge is to add a 
small quantity of bothalcohol and glycerine, 
but detection of this sort of thing is compara- 
tively easy. Everybody knows—or should 
know—that alcohol will show itself by a green- 
ish tinge if a sample of the suspected oil is 
mixed with some powdered potassium chro- 
mate and a little of either hydrochloric acid or 
sulphuric acid, and then all is pretty well 
warmed, Still another swindle is the coloring 
of the essence of lemon. This is done with 
turmeric, The color holds fairly well, but is 
nevertheless likely to fade if it is exposed for

This product of the crocus sativus (L) is 
largely used for coloring articles of food; it is 
also used in the preparation of laudanum and 
in medicine. 

The most important plantations are in Spain. 
They have reached such an extent that at the 
present time this country is the chief source 
of supply,so that the commercial value of 
saffron depends upon the Spanish crop. The 
normal average crop in Spain amounts to 80,- 
000 to 100,000 kilos, a quantity which is suf- 
ficient to supply the demand for Spanish saf- 
fron and leave an excess of 1-5. In favorable 
seasons the crop reaches 130,000 to 140,000 kilos, 
leaving a large accumulation of stock for the 
following season. When three good crops fol- 
low each other the planters generally diminish 
the area planted. The lowest possille price at 
which saffron can be cultivated is about 80fr 
per kilo. 

In Pithiviers (Gatinais) where the maximum 
yield formerly was about 12,000 to 15,000 kilos, 
the crop has not exceeded 5,000 kilos since the 
heavy frosts in 1879. Thecrop of 1887 was only 
about 3,500 kilos. 

The average crop of Italian saffron may be 
taken as 5-6,000 kilo. In Austria it does not 
pay to cultivate saffron unless the price is at 
least 150 fres. per kilo. 

Next to the Austrian saffron, which is con- 
sidered the best, comes that from Gatinais, its 
only fault being that it quickly loses its fine 
bright color. 

Spanish saffron is divided into five varieties, 
which grow in different parts of the country. 

The export of Spanish saffron takes place ex- 
clusively from Valencia. 

On account of the high value of the article 
it is extensively adulterated. Saffron bought 
from asworn broker in Valencia, is always 
guaranteed genuine. 

At Novelda,in the province of Alicante,adul- 
te ated saffron is exclusively dialt in. 

Che weighting of saffron, either by water, 
fatty matters, or honey is generally harmless 
The adulteration requires foreign bodies 
which are similar in appearance to saffron 
These generally consist of artificially colored 
grasses, which cither do not give up their col- 
or, or are dyed with poisonous colors, making 
their use injurious.

TUESDAY EVENING, July 3, 1888. 

The general features of the chemical market 
are practically the same as those noted in our 
last issue. The demand if anything, has been 
lighter as few buyers are just now in need 
of supplies. The market generally may be 
written steady the changes in prices having 
been few and for the most part unimportant. 
The foreign markets show very little anima- 
tion and the tendency of prices is downward. 
Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co., writing from 
Liverpool on the 23d ult., report as follows: 
“The market for chemicals is still sluggish and 
values tend in buyers favor. Soda ash is meet- 
ing with some inquiry from the States but the 
actual business is very small and the following 
are nominal quotations; Caustic ash 48% 31-32 
@ld, high test 31-22@1d; carb ash 48% 31-R@ 
1 1-82d and high test 31-22@1d. The lower quo- 
tations might in some cases be shaded, we 
think, if offered outright. In order to induce 
business £2 8s 9d has been accepted for some 
American orders for soda crystals and has also 
since been refused, makers now holding for £2 
10s@2 12s 6d. The warm weather should im- 
prove the position of crystals and makers do 
not care to quote for a month or two ahead 
exceptat aslightadvance. A fair quantity of 
70% caustic soda has been bought up for Rus- 
sia, early delivery, at £6 12s 6d, but 
the demand from other sources is 
disappointing; 60% is quiet but not much 
is offering. For 74% the demand has 
fallen off and quotations are rather easier. 
Closing values are: 60%, £5 13s 94@5 15s; 70%, £6 
128 64@6 15s; 74%, £7 33 9@7 Es; 76%, £8@8 5s, 
Bleaching powder eased off in the early part 
of the week and £7 5s was accepted by some 
sellers, but £7 7s 6 remains the nominal quota- 
tion, although the lower figure would doubt- 
less still buy as orders are not plentiful. Chlo- 
rate of potash is unchanged at 53g@54<d, but 
holders appear less anxious to sell. Bicarbon- 
ate of soda is in moderate request at £4 12s 64@ 
415s” 

Heavy Chemicals. 


Carbonated soda ash, 48 ¢ of the various 
Liverpool brands has more inquiry for forward 
delivery, and some contracts for August-Sep- 
tember and later shipments are being placed, 
though business is not at all active. On the 
spot there is little doing beyond occasional 
orders for small lots to meet passing necessi- 
ties, but the limited supply here keeps prices 
steady. Spot lots command 1 25@1 27léc, but 
these figures are shaded on large quantities for 
future delivery. There is no demand for high 
test, but there is nothing offering, and prices 
are nominally unchanged. 

Newcastle soda ash 48¢ is offered sparingly for 
future delivery and the small quantity ‘here is 
not being urged. The nominal quotations spot 
or to arrive are 1 224@125c. Buyers are not 
displaying much interest as they are not in 
urgent need of supplies,and look for easier 
prices later on. 

Caustic soda ash, 48% is almost entirely neg- 
lected on the spot only occasional small jobbing 
sales being heard of. For future deliveries 
there has been a limited inquiry but no sales of 
consequence have resulted. Prices remain 
more or less nominal at 1 2244@1 25c for large 
lotson the spot or to arrive, with 1 30@1 35c 
demanded for small quantities from store. 

Refined alkali 36% is entirely neglected and 
we hear of none offering. The nominal quota- 
tions are 1 1244@1 lic, but if alarge lot were 
wanted it could probably be had at less. There 
has been considerable inquiry for 58% for for- 
ward shipment from the glass manufacturers 
but negotiations have not yet reached the cul- 
minating point, except in a few instances. The 
quotations of 1 12}<@1 lic are firmly maintain- 
ed. In 48% there is nothing doing on the spot, 
and the inquiry for futures isas yet limited. 
A few sales of lots to arrive have been made 
since our last at 1 20c, that figure also being 
quoted nominally for spot goods, in a large 
way. 

Caustic soda 60% is without new feature. The 
demand is limited to actual requirements and 
as these at present are not large the market is 
very quiet. The tendency is in buyers favor, 
and 2 30@2 35c will now buy large lots though 
for the small quantity on the spot higher fig- 
ures are named. The demand for 70 to 74% is 
moderate and but few contracts for forward 
delivery are making, the position of the prim- 
ary markets encouraging buyers to look for 
lower prices. Quotations are nominally 2 20@ 
2 25c but in a large way 2 17}¢c would probably 
buy. 

English sal soda is offered in a _ large 
way on the spot or to arrive 
at 90@9%5c, but for small lots in store up to 1 lic 
is asked by some holders. There is very little 
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inquiry and we have heard of no sales of con- 
sequence during the week. 

American sal soda is steadily held at the 
combination prices and is meeting with a fair 
demand, though the movement at present is 
principally confined to deliveries on contract. 
We continue to quote 95c in barrels and 1 20c 
in kegs less the usual discount for cash. 

Bleaching powder is nominally quoted at 
190@1 9%5c,as to brand and quantity, on the 
spot or to arrive at this port, but on large 
orders some holders would accept 185c. In 


Boston there appears to be less pressure to sel 1 
and the quoted range there is 1 80@1 85, as to 
quantity and seller. 

Acids. 


Acetic acid still lacks interest. Buyers are 
supplying only their immediate requirements 
and quotations, at the moment, are more or 
less nominal. The range is 244@2'éc but some 
manufacturers would probably shade the in- 
side figure on a large order. 

Muriatic and nitric acids sell steadily in lots 
as wanted for present requiremepts but we 
have heard of no large sales. The market is 
steady and prices remain as when we last wrote. 

Oxalic acid occupies the same position as for 
some time past. The nominal quotation for 
large lots is 644c but this isshaded half a cent on 
some orders, Buyers are supplying only their 
current necessities and the market presents a 
a very quiet appearance. 

Sulphuric acid is wanted to a moderate ex- 
tent, the sales however being almost entirely 
of jobbing quantities, as most of the larger 
buyers are being supplied on contract. ‘The 
tone of the market is steady and we have no 
change to make in our quotations. For 66° in 
large lots the quoted range is 9@95c per 100 
lbs, while jobbing quantities are held at 1@ 
120c per lb according to seller and size of 
order. Chamber acid is in fair request at 
steady and unchanged prices. 

Tartaric acid continues in brisk jobbing de- 
mand, but there are no large buyers in the 
market. The combination prices are main- 
tained, and we continue to quote 43@44c for 
crystals and 44@45c for powdered, according 
to quantity and style of packing. 

Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime is without fresh interest. The 
export demand for brown is limited, and there 
is little being taken by home consumers. The 
nominal quotations are 135@1 40c. Gray is in 
moderate jobbing request, and remains steady 
at 2 35@2 40c, as to quantity. 

Arsenic is in fair demand for current re- 
quirements, and we note sales of 100 kegs at 
344@3k4c on the spot, and 3c to arrive. There 
is now nothing offering to arrive until late in 
September, and for deliveries after that time 
dc is quoted. 

Brimstone is still scarce on the spot, and as 
consumers are in need of supplies to carry 
them along pending deliveries on contracts, 
the demand is quite brisk. Some holders are 
demanding $27 for the small quantity they 
control, but there are sellers of spot and near- 
by goods at $24@25, and we hear of sales of 500 
tons within the range. There is some inquiry 
for futures, but we have heard of no further 
business for forward delivery, as buyers and 
sellers are apart in their views. Seconds for 
shipment are held at $20, and thirds at $19 25. 
lt is reported that the Athens, with 2,000 tons, 
has been compelled to put back after passing 
Gibraltar, her machinery having broken down, 
but this lacks authentic confirmation. 

Cream tartar is in the usual good demand 
and we find nothing new or of special import- 
ance to report regarding the article, except 
that the manufacturers have extended the 
limit of contract deliveries at current rates to 
October Ist.. The combination prices remain 
32@3234c for crystals and 3234@33!¢c for pow- 
dered, according to quantity and style of 
packing. 

Nitrate of soda has attracted little attention 
during the past week. There is a moderate 
jobbing demand to supply the passing re- 
quirements of consumers and although there 
is some inquiry for future shipments we hear 
of no sales of consequence. The tone of the 
market remains firm, spot stocks being held 
at 2 0244@2 10c, and futures at 2@205c as to 
quantity and date of shipment.

lizing Chemicals. 

The fertilizer chemical market displays more 
animation as inquiries for fall supplies are be- 
coming more numerous, <As_ yet, how- 
few actual transactions have taken

place. The improved inquiry has im- 
ported a firmer tone to the  mar- 
ket without, however, resulting in higher 


prices. We continue to quote azotine at $215 
@2 2, as to quality; dried blood, $2 15@2 20, for 
low grade Eastern in buyers’ bags, and 
$2 35@2 3744 for high grade Western fine- 
ly ground; tankage, $238@24 for high grade, 
and $21@22 for medium and low grades, 
as to quality; sulphate ammonia, $3 15@3 2: 
boneblack guaranteed 70% phosphate, $17 50 per 
ton; dissolved bone, 9c per unit; acid phos-

The Chemical Trade in Italy. 

Milan is the center of the Italian chemical 
industry,a branch which has of late years 
made very considerable progress. There are 
now in Milan two works manufacturing sul- 
phuric, nitric and hydrochloric acid, crude and 
chemically pure, as well as salammoniac, and 
liquid ammonia, while three works at Milan 
and one at Brescia turn out citrate of mag- 
nesia to a total value of about £20,000 per 
anaum. A camphor retinery, the first in Italy. 
was established last year. Another chemical 
works refines annually some 700 tons of glycer- 
ine, purchasing for this purpose a large pro- 
portion of crude glycerine from the Italian 
stearine works. There is one large quinine 
manufactory in Milan, which also makes iodide 
of potassium and other iodides. There is also 
another works in Milan which makes a spec- 
ialty of iodides, bromides, bismuth prepara- 
tions, salicylates, &c., besides broducing phar- 
maceutical articles, as pills, ointments, tinct- 
ures, syrups, &c., especially syrup of tamar- 
inds. In Paviaalarge manufactory of anti- 
septic surgical appliances exists, which have a 
large sale allover Italy. Tartar materials are 
treated in seven different manufacteries, 
while in Milan there are no less ‘than fifty 
manufacturers of common and toilet soaps, 
some of whom carry on a considerable whole- 
sale, and even an export, trade. Vegetable oil 
refineries are found in large numbers, no less 
than 200 such establishments existing in the 
province of Lombardy alone,

REPORT OF ELLIOTT G. BRACKETT, M.D., TO 
MASSACHUSETTS BOARD OF HEALTH, 


It is the writer’s object to consider the sub- 
ject of oleomargarine as far as possible from a 
standpoint of healthfulness alone, and to re- 
gard it individually as an article of food. 
However, both in its intended use and in its 
composition, it is so intimately connected 
with butter that it is scarcely possible to en- 
tirely disregard this relation; but, except as 
may be necessary for such comparison, it has 
been given astrictly individual position. No 
account has been taken of its value as a food 
for invalids, but it has been considered as an 
article of food for use by those who ordinarily 


do not make restrictions in their dict. 
Already so much has been written and so 

many opinions expressed, by experts and 

others, that, especially as to the chemical

view of oleomargarine, there is no lack of in- 
formation, and from men best qualified to 
give opinions; but, as it was the object to pre- 
sent a purely unbiased opinion on this sanitary 
question of oleomargarine, it was thought best 
that such should be given first from evidence 
obtained by a practical acquaintance with the 
processes of manufacture as carried on to- 
day; and, therefore, all places where such 
manufacture was conducted in New England 
were visited, and its manufacture seen, as well 
as that of the oleo oil and lard. In addition to 
this information and that obtained from the 
reports mentioned, are the results of experi- 
ments personally conducted, mainly on a 
physiological basis, with the object of deter- 
mining the digestibility of the products, 

APPLICATION OF THE TERMS OLEOMARGARINE 

AND BUTTERINE. 

These terms, which have been at times in- 
tended to designate different and distinct di- 
visions of artificial butter, have been so freely 
and interchangeably used, that at present 
there is practically no difference made, and 
they are used synonymously. Strictly speak- 
ing, oleomargarine applies to an artificial but- 
ter, in the manufacture of which no natural 
butter has been added other than that from 
the milk used in the churning; and butterine 
is that which has natural butter as one of its 
ingredients, and is therefore a mixture of ole- 
omargarine and butter. The national law has 
made the term oleomargarine to apply to all 
forms of artificial butter and butter substi- 
tutes,and requires them to bestampedas such. 
By this law oleomargerine includes “all man- 
ufactured substances heretofore known as 
oleomargarine, oleo oil, oleomargarine oil, but- 
terine, lardine, suine and neutral. and all mix- 
tures and compounds of oleomargarine, oleo, 
oleomargarine oil,butterine,lardine, suine and 
neutral; all lard extracts and tallow extracts, 
all mixtures and compounds of tallow, beef 
fat, suet, lard, lard oil, vegetable oils,” etc., so 
that each of thtse substances, either alone or 
in mixture, is classed under the one head of 
oleomargarine. Althougn such an array of 
articles of this class is gathered legally under 
this head, practically its signiticance is far less 
and is applied only to the two mixtures above 
alluded to, intended for butter substitutes, 
and known as butterine and oleomargarine. 

The origin of oleomargarine, resulting as it 
did directly from scientific investigation, 
should not be passed over without mention. 
A complete description of the process may be 
found in almost every article on oleomarga- 
rine, and I shall therefore allude to it only 
briefly and so far as may be necessary for use

ORIGINAL PROCESS, 

In 1866-67 M. Mege Mouries, following the re- 
quest of the French government, undertook 
to obtain a compound which should take the 
place of butter. His object was to obtain the 
same product by substituting an artificial for 
“ natural process. By experiments he found 
that by depriving cows of nourishment, so 
-hat they were losing weight, their milk still 

‘Ontained butter; and, inferring the source of 
this to be the natural fat, which, by metamor- 
+ hosis, was secreted as butter, he accordingly 
«ndeavored to imitate this process as closely 
«S$ possible. 

He considered that in the transformation in- 
‘o butter fat, the presence of ferments played 
an important part, and these were obtained 
by extraction from the animals. All fats 
which were to be used in the manufacture of 
the oleomargarine were first soaked in water 
containing sea-salt and one per cent. of sul- 
phite of soda. This was to neutralize a fer- 
ment which he supposed to cause the disagree- 
able taste of fat. The fat was then thorough- 
y crushed and hashed, and subjected to the 
action of artificial gastric juice at a tempera- 
ture of 108° F. (40° C.), until digestion had so 
far advanced that all lumps had disappeared, 
when the whole mass was allowed ts settle,the 
clear fat cooled and subjected to high pressure 
to separate the stearine,the fluid portion com- 
ing from the press being the oleo oil, the part 
used in the manufacture of oleomargarine, 
As thus extracted, he obtained a product of a 
slightly yellow color, with a taste resembling 
neither tallow nor fat; and under the name 
margarine,this was used extensively for kitch- 
en purposes. 

He supposed the fat, before being secreted 
in the milk, to undergo change by the influ- 
ence of a ferment, and in his artificial process 
he endeavored to change this into butter fat 

by the same agency. He therefore churned 
the melted fat with finely chopped fresh cows’ 
udders, and, to give the ordinary flavor of but- 
ter, milk or cream was added. The product 
thus obtained resembled butter in appearance 
and taste. He thus realized the object of his 
theory in obtaining the product by an artifi- 
cial process, but from the same source; deriv- 
ing the fat from the animal, extracting the 
more solid portion,that it might be tluid ata 
temperatuae below that of the body, using 
natural ferments for metamorphosis into but- 
ter fat, and imparting the flavor by the use of 
milk. He gave to this product the name oleo- 
margarine. * * * 

In general, it may be said that first the milk 
is churned until the butter begins to come, 
when the oleo oil is added and churned; later, 


the lard and vegetable oils, and finally the 


coloring-matter. The butter is added in one 
of two ways—either in the churn, in which 
case it is melted, or it is mixed in with the 
oleomargarine in the solid state, in the pro- 
cess of working. The churning occupies 
about two hours, and is conducted at a tem- 
perature above the melting point of the fats 
used, or about 80° F. (27° C). Toward the com- 
pletion the temperature is raised somewhat, 
and when the contents are ready to be drawn 
it has the appearance of a somewhat yellow, 
creamy fluid, being at this time at about 90° 
F. (82° C.). Itisat this part of the process 
that one of the greatest improvements has 
been accomplished, namely, that of sudden 
cooling by contact with ice or ice water; and 
by bringing every particle of the fluid into 
contact with the ice, it is broken up into a 
light, granular-appearing solid, and is given 
the so-called “grain.” This is accomplished 
either by drawing the contents of the churn 
into a tank containing pounded ice stirring 
continually, or by bringing the stream from 
the churn in conttct with a stream of ice wa- 
ter. This chilled mass is then placed in large 
trays, and the water allowed to drain, when 
the salt is added, and the mass left to stand 
from twelve to twenty-four hours, until the 
salt has been dissolved and tnoroughly mixed. 
From this stage it is handled in much, the 
same way as butter. Itis thoroughly worked 
by patsing through wooden-cogged rollers, 
and is then ready for packing. 

Although the process of manufacture of the 
oleomargarine differs in detail with every 
manufacturer, these differences are mainly 
technicalities. The principle, however, is the 
same, and involves the two points of Mege 
Mouries, and the one of Mott; viz., the render- 
ing of all fats which enter into the compos- 
ition ata low temperature, the flavoring of 
these by churning with milk, the addition of 
a sufficient quantity of lard or vegetable oil 
to give the product a proper consistency, and 
the sudden cooling of the whole, in order to 
give ita “grain.” In regard to the differences 
above alluded to, they are chiefly in matters 
of temperature at which the steps of the pro- 
cess are conducted, in the addition of the in- 
gredients to the churn, and the length of time 

these are churned, etc. Butas the object of 
the author is to give information in regard to 
oleomargarine in general, this mention will be 
considered sufficient. 
SANITARY ASPECTS OF THE CASE. 

Having considered the process of manufac- 
ture, we can now better judge of the health- 
fulness of the product, by attention to the 
substances used, the influence of the method 
of manufacture, and the product itself, each 
in its sanitary aspect, 


OIL, PAINT AND 


Of fundamental importance is the quality 
of all substances that enter into the compos- 
ition of oleomargarine, for, unless they are 
pure and wholesome, the quality of the mix- 
ture must necessarily suffer. All constituents 
used in the manufacture of oleomargarine are 
commercial articles, and, with the exception 
of the oleo oil, are of common household use, 
finding entrance into our food in many other 
ways, either alone or in combination with 
other things. The oleo oil is more restricted 
to the use of making artificial butter, yet not 
wholly so, as it finds considerable favor with 
those accustomed so its use for kitchen pur- 
poses, 

With reference to the healthfulness of the 
oleo oil, its manufacture as has been described 
may be considered. It it made from beef fat 
taken either at the time of slaughtering, or 
from the suet fat taken at the time the beef is 
cut for ordinary use. In the first instance, 
great care is taken, not only to obtain the fats 
in a perfectly fresh condition, but they are al- 
lowed scarcely an opportunity for change. 
The suet fat is taken at the time when the 
beef is sold for table use, and is then carefully 
sorted and trimmed, that no part which has 
been bruised or tainted may be used. The pro- 
cvss simply stated, consists merely in render- 
ing these fatsata low temperature, so low 
that it is rather a process of melting, and this 
is the great surity tothe strict use of good 
fats only. Itisa necessity that pure, sweet 
material shall be used, for otherwise the pro- 
duct is tainted, even by a very small portion. 
On the other hand, a higher temperature can- 
not be used without the risk of imparting to 
the oil the disagreeable greasy flavor, which 
destroys its value for this use. 

Observation in all places bore out in practi- 
cal illustration the above. In no case was the 
material used other than sweet, and also all 
parts of the process were conducted with 
cleanliness. All utensils were required to be 
washed with hot water after each time of 
using, for, if ever so little were left with the 
opportunity of becoming sour, the following 
lot would be spoiled, so readily do the fats 
take up odors. 

It is claimed, quite universally, that the lard 
which is used for oleomargarine is of a better 
quality than much of the ordinary material in 
the market, which is, nevertheless, pure lard; 
and that, in the making of lard for this pur- 
pose, only the leaf isused. The difficulty in 
proving this fact is evident, since the manu- 
facturers of oleomargarine, except in a very 
few instances, purchase the articles in the 
market, and these, therefore, come from dif- 
ferent sections of the country, so that a satis- 
factory inspection of parts utilized in the 
manufacture of the lard used in oleomarga- 
rine would be scarcely possible. Not every 
manufacturer of lard makes that which is 
destined for use in oleomargarine, and the 
only one in this vicinity, whose brand was used 
in the factories visited, denied permission to 
see the process and material. In but one of 
the places was the lard rendered by the manu- 
facturer of the oleomargarine. Here the ma- 
terial was seen,and the leaf alone was being 
used, 

Four samples collected at the oleomargarine 
factories were submitted for examination. 
Two proved to be pure lard; the others con- 
tained a considerable amount of tallow. That 
which was rendered by the maker of the oleo- 
margarine, and one of the commercial speci- 
mens, were pure lard. 

Of the vegetable oils, cottonseed and sesame 
oils are used by far the most. I am told by 
some of the workmen that peanut oil is still 
used tosome extent in Holland, but herein 
New England but very rarely. 

These two oils it is scarcely necessary to dis- 
cuss from a sanitary stand-point. The com- 
mon use of cottonseed oil has already given it 
a recognized place as an article of food, and it 
is familiar to all through its common use. It 
has no medical properties other than those of 
a bland neutral oil. Like all articles, however, 
there may be good and poor preparations, and 
an inferior grade may result from lack of 
proper care of the seed before the oil is ex- 
pressed, allowing it to become musty, but oil 
made from such, if used in oleomargarine, 
would injure the taste. Care was taken to see 
and taste this oil in the different places, and it 
was found clear and sweet in each case. 

Sesame or benne oil is perhaps less familiar 
in this section of the country. It is a fixed oil, 
obtained by expression from the seeds of the 
Sesamum indicum, a native of the East Indies, 
but now cultivated extensively in the West 
Indies and Southern United States. The seeds 
are used asfood by the negroes, who parch 
them, make them into soups, puddings, etc. 
It was known to the ancients (Persians and 
Egyptians), and is used by modern Arabs for 
food. In taste and appearance it resembles 
cottonseed oil very closely. It consists of 
about 76 per cent of oleine, and has the qual- 
ity of keeping a long time without becoming 
rancid. 

COLORING MATTER. 

For coloring matter, annatto is quite uni- 
versally used. This coloring matter is in it- 
self quite harmless, and would become un- 
wholesome only by injurious methods of prep- 
aration. The annatto seed is the fruit of the 
Bixa orellana, growing in Guiana, and the 
color is obtained from the reddish pulp sur- 
rounding the seed, and can be extracted by 
ether, alcohol and the oils. For use in oleo- 


margarine itis obtained by boiling in salad 
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oil, which furnishes a reddish brown fluid, 
with a not unpleasant nut like taste. The 
color is intense, and only a small amount is re- 
quired for a large quantity of butterine. 

The process as a whole is the same mechani- 
cal one that is used in the making of butter, 
with the exception that with oleomargarine 
the process is conducted at a temperature 
above, and with butter below its melting 
point. The cohesion into a solid greasy mass 
is obviated, in the instance of the former, by 
the sudden cooling, which breaks it up intoa 
state of fine subdivision, and in this way it 
differs from an ordinary melted mass. 


The process of manufacture was in every 
case conducted with cleanliness, and all uten- 
sils which were not in use at the time were 
seen to be clean and sweet. 

Thus we have articles used in the composi- 
tion of oleomargarine which are in themselves 
wholesome, and are used fur ordinary house- 
hold purposes. These are mixed by a mechani- 
cal process and at a temperature which does 
not exceed that of the body, and this process 
exerts no injurious influence on the product. 

The other points which present themselves 
in this sanitary inquiry of oleomargarine are 
its relative tendency to deterioration, ‘ts dan- 
ger from the accidental admission of parasites, 
its nutritive value and its digestibility. 

It isa matter of common observation, that, 
in this regard, oleomargarine is superior to 
butter, becoming rancid less readily; and, con- 
sidering its composition, this would be ex- 
pected, since it is a mixture of pure fats, and 
contains but avery small amount of caseine 
and butyric acid. 

On this agitated question much has been 
written, not all of it with justice to the sub- 
ject, there being a tendency, with some at 
least, to over-estimate the liability of harm. 
The danger pertains to two questions—the lia- 
bility of the parasites to enter into the pro- 
duct, and the danger from the ingestion of the 
same after having been subjected to the pro- 
cesses used in the making of oleomargarine 
and its constituents. 

We know that these organisms do at times 
exist in the animals from which certain of the 
ingredients are obtained; but what the chances 
are for these to be transferred into the oleo- 
margarine is a matter for consideration. 

The danger from these organisms comes 
from the use of lard or oleo oil which has been 
made from hogs or beeves affected with tri- 
chine, cysticerci, or tuberculosis. The other 
parasites or germs are either so infrequently 
met with that they may be disregarded in a 
consideration which involves only the practi- 
cal side of the question. « 

It should be remembered that these substan- 
ces are made from the same animals that are 
slaughtered for our ordinary table use, and 
official inspection will prevent, in a great 
measure, the use of unwholesome material. 

It is only by the flesh of the hog that man 
incurs any practical danger of trichinz. As is 
well known, the natural seat of these organ- 
isms is in the muscular tissues. That occasion- 
ally some are found in fat may be true enough 
for considering their mode of entrance into 
the muscle it is not at all unreasonable to sup- 
pose that some should fail to reach the muscle 
or should be in transition. But the muscular 
tissue is the part in which we look for and ex- 
pect to find the trichingze when they exist, and 
the fat can be regarded only as a remote or 
possible source of this infection. 

In case any do find their way intw the oleo- 
margarine, the process to which they are sub- 
jected, although not surely fatal to them, yet 
leave them only a chance of survival. The 
temperature at which the lard is rendered 
varies considerably with different makers, but 
in most cases is sufficient to give protection 
against infection. In order to be secure 
against trichinous infection it is necessary 
that the whole mass should be subjected toa 
temperature of 65° or 70° C. (150° or 160° F.), 
and a lower temperature is considered by some 
authorities sufficient to render trichinz inac- 
tive. Ordinarily, in the manufacture of lard, 
the temperature would be fatal to them, but 
in the manufacture of oleomargarine and its 
constituents, too high temperatures are avoid- 
ed, and with this there may be the chance that 
protection may not be secure. But the oleo- 
margarine still has another process which is 
injurious to the trichinz, nemely, the salting. 
If thoroughly done and for a long time, a 
salted article is proof against trichinz. Oleo- 
margarine contains as a rule about 5 per cent. 
of salt, and although we can hardly conclude 
that this amount would protect a highly in- 
fected article, yet can be regarded to a certain 
extent as protective. 

The cysticercus is the immature tape worm, 
developed from the ovum of the teenia, and 
when ingested becomes in the intestine a fully 
developed tenia. The eggs of the tenia, 
finding, their way into the alimen- 
tary canal, are transported to different 
parts of the body, where they develop 
into their immature state, or larvae, called 
cysticerci, their complete development into 
tape-worms taking place only when the flesh 
containing them is eaten, and they find their 
way into the alimentary canal. This circle is 
ordinarily maintained by transference among 
animals. 

There are but two kinds of tenia which are 
commonly found in man—the tenia solium 
and the tenia saginata. The former is ac- 
quired by eating the fiesh of hog containing 
ite corresponding cysticercus, and which,when 


present in large numbers, produce in pork the 
condition characterized as measles—the latter, 
a parasite of the ruminants, is acquired by 
man by eating beef so infected. 

Since the flesh of these animals forms s0 
large a part of man’s food, the tenia is the 
form most commonly met with in man; the 
ova necessarily having much less opportunity 
of entrance, the cysticercus is less frequently 
seen. But it is the ingestion of the larve, 
with which a consideration of oleomargarine 
has to deal. With regard to the chances of 
these entering into the product, the same is 
true as of trichine. The parts used in the 
manufacture of oleo oil are not the natural 
home of these larvz, but the same danger 
exists of stray ones. The temperature used in 
the extraction of the oleo oil gives more pro- 
tection, although with the original process of 
Mege Mouries a temperature of 124° F. (51° C.) 
was not exceeded: but the present manufac- 
turers use a much greater heat, and for a con- 
siderable time. The danger which results is 
rar less than with triching, as the effects of 
the tenia on the human system are much less 
injurious. 

NUTRITIVE VALUE. 

A very important consideration in this 
question of the healthfulness of oleomargar- 
ine is that of its nutritive composition, its 
value in supplying the necessary principles of 
a food; and in this regard Prof. Atwater has 
made a valuable contribution. In Bradstreet’s 
(June 19, 1886), he says: “The value of butter, 
as well as of any other food material for nour- 
ishment, depends upon the amount of its 
nutritive ingredients, their digestibility, and 
their uses in the nutrition of the body.” 

He has published in the Century, tables 
showing the comparative value of different 
foods, viewed from various standpoints. In 
many of these, comparison with butter is 
made, 

In regard to the nutritive value, the 
amount of solids in butter is between one and 
two per cent. more than in oleomargarine, 
this being made up mostly by proteids, and 
the remaining fraction of a per cent. by fat 
(calculated from measurements of the tables). 
Thus, in their nutritive composition, butter 
and oleomargarine are practically the same. 

The other tables have reference to the rela- 
tive cost, calculated from the amount of nu- 
trition obtained for a definite sum, and, al- 
though of no less interest, yet perhaps have 
less bearing on our present subject; but, from 
this monetary view, they are very important, 
since it 1s the workingman who is in the great- 
est degree affected by oleomargarine. These 
tables represent the amount of nutritive ele- 
ments obtained fora definite sum, in the dif- 
ferent kinds of foods, and the amount of po- 
tential energy furnished by the various foods, 
for the same sum. Fat is the only nutritive 
ingredient furnished by either butter or oleo- 
margarine to a practical amount. The amount 
furnished by oleomargarine is twice that by 
butter. The potential energy. expressed in 
calorics, in oleomargarine is 6164, in butter 
8182. Therefore, as a monetary consideration, 
oleomargarine and butter supply almost the 
same amount of food material, and, for the 
same money, oleomargarine yields nearly 
twicethe amount of food principles as does 
butter. 

In this question of the healthfulness of oleo- 
margarine, the consideration of its digestibil- 
ity is a most important factor. So fai, but 
little more than individual opinion and cer- 
tain isolated facts are known concerning the 
digestibility of different fats. It is scarcely 
possible to consider this point with reference 
to oleomargarine without drawing compari- 
sons with butter, with which it is always asso- 
ciated, and concerning which there is at least 
a practical knowledge of its value as food. To 
class it among the fats alone would give no 
idea of its value as a healthful food, as they 
differ to a great extent, and digestion and 
assimilation vary so much both with the kind 
of food and with the individual. In thefew 
experiments which have been made to com- 
pare the absorption of oleomargarine the re- 
sults have been slightly in favor of butter. 
Those of Meyer gave preference to butter by 
16 per cent., but they were conducted for so 
short a time that the results are not of great 
value. However, all others give similar re- 
sults. In Bradstreet’s, Prof. Atwater men- 
tions experiments made by himself and Rubner 
which resulted in no calculable difference, and 
in no case was there more than is allowable 
for error. 

The results obtained by artificial digestion 
are of no indication of the amount which may 
be absorbed,nor of the actual results of natur- 
al digestion, yet they are of value if used com- 
paratively; since, if all the substances used are 
subjected to the same conditions, the degree 
to which they resist or yield to the action of 
this artificial digestion will be a means of esti- 
mating the results of natural digestion of the 
same substances. In this way we can judge of 
the result of the action of pancreatic fluids on 
the fat, but the absorption must bepend 
more or less on individual differences, and isa 
process scarcely practicable to imitate. 

Speaking broadly, the objectof the process 
of digestion is to change the food into sucha 
form that it may be absorbed and pass into the 
system. Different nutritive principles require 
different processes for this preparation, such 
as the starches, proteidsand fats. This prepa- 
ration of the fats consists in breaking them up 
into a state of fine subdivision and suspending 
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them in a medium to form an emulsion. In 
this finely divided state fat is absorbed by the 
intestines, and may be found in the vessels to 
have been absorbed without further change 
than the division, and by the microscope is 
seen to be in minute globules of about 2% 
m.m.m. and under; therefore, the essential 
feature in the process of the digestion of fats 
is the formation of a fine emulsion. 

This emulsion is produced by a ferment 
contained in the pancreatic juice, and, as this 
is easily extracted, this same process of emul- 
sifying may be produced in an artificial man- 
ner. The pancreatic juice, acting on the fats, 
splits them up into their respective fat acids 
and glycerine, and this takes place much 
more readily in an alkaline medium. The free 
fat acid combines with the alkalies which are 
present, and forms soluble soaps, which aid in 
the emulsion of neutral fats; at least, the 
presence of a soluble soap favors the emul- 
sion of neutral fats, It is stated by Foster, 
and is repeated by Dr. Clark in the second re- 
port of the New Yerk Dairy Commission, 
that a fat containing a free fatty acid forms 





an emulsion more readily than a neu- 
tral fat. In the intestines we have 
this condition, which is most favor- 





able for the emulsion of different fats, 
for the pancreatic juice supplies free fatty 
acids, while both pancreatic juice and bile 
furnish the alkaline medium. The presence of 
bile favors this process, if nothing more, and 
presumably also the subsequent absorption of 
the emulsion. 

In the experiments of artificial digestion, a 
known quantity of the oleomargarine or but- 
ter was taken, and kept between 100° ond 140° 
F,(38° and 40° C.), and not allowed to vary be- 
yond this limit. In all cases the same amount 
was used, so that the results of all might have 
a uniform basis, and difference in the results 
should be due only to change in conditions. 
In these experiments two tests were used for 
determining the emulsion, and two observa- 
tions of its thoroughness were made on many 
samples. The tests were macroscopic and mi- 
croscopic. When a fat or oil is completely 
emulsified, a change occurs in its gross ap- 
pearance, which is nearly as definite as that 
which is determined only by the microscope, 
which was used to confirm this change in 
nearly every instance. An emulsion is 
simply a state of fine subdivision, the 
fat being broken up into minute 
definite globules, the size varying consider- 
ably with the kind of fatand the completeness 
of the emulsion. When the emulsion is com- 
plete, not only can it be seen that the mass is 
composed of minute globules, but it has be- 
come much thicker and lighter in appearance. 
A butter, for instance, which at 140° F. (40° C.) 
is tluid and is easily poured, becomes nearly 
semi-solid, and is poured only slowly. The 
microscope shows this subdivision, and at this 
stage, as quite complete. When this state had 
been produced, the emulsion was called com- 
plete. On the other hand, there is a stage be- 
fore this is reached,when the emulsion will re- 
main permanent, the two portions, the oil and 
the emulsifying agent, not separating on 
standing and cooling. With an insufficient 
quantity of emulsifying agent, although a fine 
subdivision may be readily obtained, the sepa- 
ration quickly takes place, the globules not re- 
maining distinct, or a part remains in emul- 
sion, the separated portion collecting as a 
clear oil on the surface. This permanency is 
perhaps the most valuable ready test of the 
thoroughness of an emulsion. But, as 
these experiments have shown, the emulsion 
may be permanent before the subdivision is as 
minute, as may be produced by continuing 
for a longer tine the same conditions, or by 
an additional quantity of emulsifying agent. 
Therefore, these two observations of the per- 
manency and completeness were madc, and 
both conditions tested by gross and microsco- 
pic change. 
4_The point that oleomargarine isan uncooked 
article, and therefore undesirable as food, has 
been raised, and perhaps deserves a passing no- 
tice. When, however, the object of cooking is 
considered, and the benefits which result are 
recalled, it is seen there is little ground for 
prejudice from this source. With meats, at 
least, there is scarcely any object, other than 
to produce a more agreeable flavor and to 
soften the connective tissue, that the soluble 
portions may be more easily separated in the 
digestive process. With the fats in oleomar- 
garine this separation has already been ef- 
fected by their process of extraction, and they 

consist, therefore, of the digestible portions 
alone, while the agreeable flavor is produced 
in another way. 

Scientific men and persons who, either from 
their occupation or otherwise, are fully ac- 
quainted with the subject and are quali- 
fied to judge fairly of the product, 
are quite unanimous in their favor- 
able opinions of oleomargarine as a 
healthful article of food. In the course of 
this inquiry, I have found but one, and that a 
strong opinion, that oleomargarine is of itself 
a good, healthful article of food, and much 
better than the poorer grades of natural but- 
ter. 

In the report on food and food adulterants, 
Dr. Wiley quotes the opinions of many of the 
leading chemists, who unanimously give their 
opinion as to its wholesomeness, as the follow- 
ing abstracts from the reports* mentioned 
show. 

Prof, C, F, Chandler says: 
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I take the ground that there is nothing in 
any one of these materials in any sense un- 
wholesome, and nothing in any one of them 
which makes it inferior as an article of food to 
dairy butter, 

Iam perfectly familiar with the materials 
employed and the different processes, and 
know there is nothing whatever used either in 
material or process which is unwholesome, or 
in any way deleterious to the public health. 

The following distinguished chemists, after 
carefully studying the manufacture, have 
made the most decided statements in favor of 
this new article of food: 

Prof. George F. Barker, University of Penn- 
sylvania. 

Dr. Henry A. Mott, Jr., New York. 

Prof. G. C. Caldwell, Cornell University, Ith- 
aca, N. Y.

I would surther say that this question is one 
on which there is no differenceof opinion 
among scientific investigators familiar with 
the chemistry of dairy products and fats. I 
have neverseen a statement emanating from 
any person having any standing among scien- 
tific men, in which a contrary opinion is ad- 
vanced, 

Prof. G. F. Barker, University of Pennsylva- 
nia, says: 

I can see no reason why butterinc should 
not. be an entirely satisfactory equivalent for 
ordinary butter, whether considered from the 
physiological or commercial standpoint. 

Prof. G. C. Caldwell, Cornell University (in 
reference to the oleo oil), declares: 

It is, when thus prepared, a tasteless and in- 
odorous substance, possessing no qualities 
whatever that can make it in the least degree 
unwholesome when used in reasonable quan- 
tities as an article of food. 

Prof. 8. W. Johnson, Yale College, states : 

Oleomargarine butter has the closest resem- 
blance to butter made from cream, in the ex- 
ternal qualities—color, flavor and texture. It 
has the same appearance under the micro- 
scope, and in chemical composition differs not 
in the nature, but only in the proportions of 
its components. It is, therefare, fair to pro- 
nounce them essentially identical. 

Prof. C. A. Goessmann, Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College, writes: 

A careful examination into the character of 
the materials turned to account,as well as into 
the details of the entire management of the 
manufacturing operations, has convinced me 
that your product is made with care, and fur- 
nishes thus a wholesome article of food. 

In the report of the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue, 1887, are statements from collec- 
tors of districts in Pennsylvania, New York, 
Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, and Colorado, compris- 
ing in all eleven districts. These reports are 
made from the returns of articles used as re- 
ported by the manufacturers of oleomarga- 
rine, as required by law, and from their famil- 
iarity with or investigation of the ingredients 
and processes used in the production of oleo- 
margarine in the different factories in their 
districts. 


The following list shows the various materi- 
als used, and was made from the monthly re- 
ports, and also from special reports from the 
collectors in whose districts oleomargarine 
factories are located. 

The following are opinions expressed by 
the different collectors, in regard to its health- 
fulness: 

E. A. Bigler, collector, First District, Penn- 
sylvania:— 

I cannot learn that any substance deleteri- 
ous to public health was used by this company 
in making their product. 

Robt. Black, collector, First District, New 
York:— 

Great care is exercised by these parties not 
to allow any unfit article to be put on the 
market, andI am, therefore, safe in saying 
that oleomargarine, as made in this district, is 
a perfectly healthful article of food, and 
much purer than many other things now in 
our markets. 

Frederick Gerker, collector, Twenty-third 
District, Pennsylvania:— 

* * * From the reports of the manufactu- 
rers, aud the personal observation of my dep- 
uties, Iam of the opinion that none of the in- 
gredients used are deleterious to public health. 

Jas. W. Newman, collector, Eleventh Dis- 
trict, Ohio: . 

I have inspected the factory of the above 
company, and found it cleanly, and free from 
unpleasant or noxious odors. 

Jas. A. Hanlon, collector, Twenty-eighth 
District, New York: 

The factory and all things appertaining 


thereto are as cleanly and sweet as any dairy 
in the country; and, as far as this office has 
any experience, we do not hesitate to pro- 
nounce the oleomargarine produced at this 
establishment a good, pure and wholesome 
article, fit to be consumed by any person with- 
out the least injurious effect.

The above ingredients, separately or in com- 
bination, are not unwholesome or deleterious 
to public health. 

As to their manipulations, these factories 
conducted their business in a cleanly manner, 
being fully as thorough in this respect as the 
average butter dairy or creamery; and, as the 
end sought was the production of an article 
having a high commercial value, and the 
building up of a reputation for excellency in 
manufacture, they naturally used only pure, 
fresh and wholesome materials. 

J. H. Farley, collector, Eighteenth District, 
Ohio:— 

1 find the factories conducted with due care, 
as to cleanliness and quality of material used, 
andinsofaras I have knowledge, I believe 
the oleomargarine thus far manufactured 
here to be as healthful, nourishing and clean 
as other oleaginous substances, whether natu- 
rally or mechanically combined. 

R, Stowe, collector, First District, Ilinois:— 

I cannot ascertain that there is anything 
used in this district in the manufacture of 
oleomargarine that can possibly be construed 
as being deleterious to the public health, 
either in itself or in the manipulation. 

Wm. D. H. Hunter, collector, Sixth District, 
Indiana. 

That the manufacturers do not use any 
other ingredients in the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine than what they report on their 
form, No, 216; that the material used is clean 
and pure,andin his opinion the oleomarga- 
rine, as manufactured, is as healthful as but- 
ter of the best grades. (From report of the 
deputy.) 

J. F. Benedict, collector, District of Color- 
ado:— 

I have given the matter proper attention, 
and fail to discover that any substance dele- 
terious to the public health is used in the 
manufacture of oleomargarine in my col- 
lection district. 

The general opinions, as held by those hav- 
ing no special knowledge of the subject,or at 
least no other than a practical one, are per- 
haps of less importance than interest, but in- 
dicate the way oleomargarine is regarded by 
those having no other interest than consum- 
ers or disinterested parties. Many of these 
opinions were very positive, not only from 
the few know something of it, but also from 
the many who have absolutely no knowledge 
of it. . 

Among those who possessed a practical 
knowledge of the’subject,as a rule,very favor- 
able opinions were held, and many used it in 
their homes. Inquiry made in all factories 
visited gave the same evidence, that, with 
very few exceptions, all employes used the 
oleomargarine. 

Oleomargarine will resist rancidity longer 
than butter will under the same conditions. 
The risk of parasite from the use of oleomar- 
garine is one of possibility more than proba- 
bility, and is one of those many risks which we 
are at present, of necessity, daily incurring, 
but from which we seldom suffer any tang- 
ible effects. 

In nutritive ‘principle, as shown by Prof. 
Atwater, it compares so favorably with butter 
as to present a difference almost too slight to 
be estimated, except by the chemist. 


From the evidence we have of the digestion 
of the different fats,it would appear that there 
is a slight difference, and this in favor of but- 
ter. Such results are not conclusive of the 
actual digestion as accomplished by nature, 
but all agree in placing butter before oleo- 
margarine and also agree that this preference 
is slight. 

Methods in which the Statutes relative to the 
sale of Oleomargarine have been evaded.— 
During the first years after the enactment of 
the law the principal forms of violation were 
those consisting of sales of oleomargarine as 
butter. It was then quite common to find 
large signs in provision and butter stores la- 
belled in conspicuous letters, ‘No Oleomargar- 
ine Sold Here.” And yet some of these were 
the first persons found to be violating the law, 
and covertly selling oleomargarine as butter. 
At a later period the complaints related more 
commonly to the improper marking of pack- 
ages and wrappers or to the want of such 
marks. 

The paper used for wrapping butter in re- 
tail packages often presents inducements to 
fraud. The paper employed is often dark brown 
wrapping paper of the coarsest quality, upon 
which is usually stamped the word “oleomar- 
garine” or “butterine,” as the state and na- 
tional laws require, but being imprinted upon 
a dark colored paper in some light colored ink, 
such as green or pink, the mark is not noticed 
by the purchasers, especially if the purchase is 
made in the evening, as many laboring men 
are accustomed to do after the day's work is 
over. The German regulations offer a good 
preventive for this difficulty in requiring that 
the paper wrapper shall be of a light color, 
and the mark or stamp shall be made in black 
ink. 

The method of marking paper, to be used 
for the purpose of wrapping oleomargarine, 
in the case of retail sales, deserves notice. At 
present two marks are required, one by the 
national and the other by the Statelaw. By 
the provisions of the former each retail pack- 
age must be marked as “the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, thall prescribe,” 
and in accordance with the regulations laid 
down by the Commissioner, it is required that 








these marks shall state, in letters not Jess than 
one-fourth inch square, the quantity con- 
tained in the package in pounds, the name and 
address of the dealer, and the word ‘“‘oleomar- 
garine.”’ 

By the provisions of the State law the words 
“oleomargarine,” “imitation butter,” or “but- 
terine,” must be stamped in letters not less 
than one-half inch in length, the style of let- 
ter to be plain, uncondensed Gothic. 

For the purpose of imprinting these marks 
upon paper it is customary to use a rubber 
stamp with an inking pad. The first impres- 
sion after applying the ink is quite distinct, 
but each impression after the first becomes 
less and less distinct until, after a dozen or 
more impressions, the mark upon the paper 
becomes more and more illegible, especially if 
coarse brown paper is used for wrapping. The 
experience of the inspectors shows that these 
illegibly marked wrappers are the sort which 
are often used by some retail dealers for the 
wrapping of oleomargarine. 

Another mode of deception is offered by 
turning the stamped portion of the paper in- 
ward, the retailer trusting that his customer 
will not see it. Still another form of fraud 
consists in using three wrappers, the stamp 
being imprinted upon the middle paper only, 
and thus concealed by the outer and inner 
papers. 

In some cities, and especially in the western 
part of the state, dealers are found to comply 
with the national law but not with the state 
law, and were selling from tubs which were 
marked upon the top only, in accordance with 
the national law, and not upon the side and bot- 
tom as the Massachusetts law provides. 

Another form of deception relates to 
the case, refrigerator, or cold closet 
in which the oleomargarine is exposed for 
sale. This case usually stands behind the 
counter at some distance from the customers. 
In it are placed the tubs of butter, laid upon 
their sides, with the top or butter surface for- 
ward and exposed to view. The shelves are of 
a sufficient depth to allow the tubs to set back 
several inches from the edge of the shelf. 
From this mode of procedure it happens that, 
even if the tub is marked upon the top, side, 
and bottom according to law, the side and 
bottom are out of sight of the customer; the 
cover, too, may be stowed out of sight, or 
turned top side down, and there is nothing to 
indicate the character of the article to be sold. 
It quite frequently happens that the in- 
spector, on entering a retail shop, finds mat- 
ters ina condition of commotien, the proprie- 
tors hurrying about to search for the covers 
of tubs in order to put them in their proper 
and conspicuous location, as the provisions of 
the law would imply. 

Singularly enough it happens that avery 
large proporticn of the people who purchase 
oleomargarine under the impression that they 
are obtaining butter are actually defrauded in 
spite of perfectly legal sales of the article 
in question, since many people take no 
trouble to examine the wrappers surrounding 
the packages. Retailers in many places are 
aware of this habitual heedlessness on the 
part of the customer and turn it to their own 
advantage. The inspectors of the Board are 
quite familiar with this fact, not only from 
inquiry among consumers, but also of the 
retailers,some of whom freely acknowledge 
their own familiarity with this fact, and their 
readiness to take advantage of it. Again it is 
true that among the actual purchasers are 
many people who cannot read, either 
little children or illiterate adults, of 
whom they are very many in our large manu- 
facturing cities and towns, where oleomargar- 
ine is chiefiy sold. Another similar class com- 
prises the foreigners who may see the label 
but have no knowledge of its meaning. 

In order to carry out this inquiry as to the 
question of compliance with the laws to its 
fullest extent, a special agent was employed 
to canvass the State under more exacting con- 
ditions than any which had hitherto been em- 
ployed. It is quite manifest that in order to 
obtain a fair estimate of the food supply the 
inquirer must pursue his operations from the 
standpoint of the consumer. 

Such is ordinary human nature that the 
trained inspector, who has been in public ser- 
vice for several years, and is consequently 
known and recognized as such, receives dif- 
ferent consideration at the hands of the food- 
vendor from that which is accorded to the 
consumer. This is one of the recognized ditti- 
culties which attends a constant and long- 
continued inspection, such as the state of 
Massachusetts has had for the past four years 
or more. The inspector when known as such 
to the vendor, On inquiry for samples of goods 
will usually receive those of good quality, 
while an ordinary customer under like cir- 
cumstances might often receive articles of an 
inferior quality. To this rule butter forms no 
exception. . 

The special agent referred to was instructed 
to obtain samples, to the number of two hun- 
dred and fifty or more, from dealers in butter 
in all parts of the State.

New Test for Olive Oil. 


For the rapid detection of the presence of 
seed oils in olive oil, R. Brulle employs a mix- 
ture of ordinary nitric acid and disiccated egg 
albumen. About 0°l gm. egg albumen, 2C.° 
nitric acid, and 10 ¢.c. of the oil, are placed in 
atest tube and carefully heated over a spirit 
lamp, so that the temperature of the acid ¢nd 
oil will be about the same. As soon as the 
acid begins to boil, the tube is slightly in- 
clined in order to mix the oil and albumen. 
The latter is dissolved. When operating with 
a pure olive oil, the color of the mixture is 
yellow with a faint greenish tinge. In cgse 
the olive oil contains only 5 per cent, of a seed 
oil, the color is distinetly amber-yellow. The 
intensity of the color increases with the per- 
centage of seed oil present, oils containing 50 
per cent, giving a dark orange color. Brulle 
always obtained satisfactory results when 
testing olive oil mixed with cottonseed oil, 
peanue oil, sesame oil, poppy oil, colza oil, lin-
